THE SPEAKERSHIP. 
LATEST FIGURINGS. 
Bpecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., March 8.—The intrigue 
for the Speakership continues with its usual bit- 
terness and energy. Ex-Speaker Randall is ab- 
sept in New York City, the supposed guest of 
the Manhattan Club, but, contrary to expecta- 
tion, he did not appear at the Club last night, 
although when he left he did so for the purpose 
of accepting the invitation. The use 
which his leading opponents, the Black- 
burn men, were disposed to make 
of this visit evidently determined Randall not 
to make himself conspicuous bere. Blackburn 
himself was invited, but declined to go. The 
reason was that Blackburn considers that the 
Club has strong affiliations with Tilden, whose 
irreconcilable opponent Blackburn is. 

The Speakership contest, indeed, is drawn 
sharply along the line of Tilden and anti-Til- 
den. At all events that is the current theory 
the Blackburn side is endeavoring to cive 
to the contest, and the Blackburn men declare 
that Randali’s visit to-New York is for the 
purpose of 

ORGANIZING TILDEN INFLUENCE 
in his behalf. To what extent this theory 
holds good may perhaps be gathered from the 
utterances of some of the leading supporters 
of the Kentucky delegation. Not one 
favors Tilden. Nenkle, 
a pronounced antiRahdall man, and 
supporter of Blackburn is radically against 
Tilden. Chalmers, of Misgisgippi, a strong anti- 
Randall man, is opposed to Tilden. The same 
is true of Clark, of Misaouri.. Ewing, an anti- 
Randall man, is radteatty opposed to Tilden, 
and says his nomination would create great 
dissatisfaction and demoralization. Bright, of 
Tennessee, a prominent Rapdall man, and him- 
self a possible Greeback candidate for Speaker, 
says: “If the Democracy nominate Tilden 
they will be beaten, and I am not for him.“ 
House, of Tennessee, also anti-Randall, enter- 
tains similar views. Mills, of Texas, who bas 
said that if the Democratic caucus should nom- 
inate Randall for Speaker he would bolt the 
caucus, saves that the Democracy 
WILL NOT UNITE UPON TILDEN, 
and that his nomination would be disastrous. 
Goode, of Virginia, whohas declined his own 
candidacy for Speaker in favor of Blackburn, 
says that Tilden has nochance whatever. He 
had his opportunity, but let it slip, and 
the South cannot forget this fact. 
On the - contrary, some of Randall’s 
prominent followers are open advocates of Til- 
den. Blount, of Georgia, inclines to Tilden, 
Money, of Missississippi, thinks Tilden will be 
nominated. Whitthorne, of Tennessee, one of 
the Randall Chairmen in the last Congress and 
his active supporter in this contest, thinks there 
is a growing sentiment: among the masses in 
favor of the renomination of Tilden. In fact, 
the only Tilden men in the House are found 
supporting Randall. The Randal! men to-night 
claim ninety-five votes. Blackburn to-night says 
that McMahon, of Ohio, is thoroughly his friend, 
and will not make an independent canvass. 
THE STRENGTH OF THE GREENSACKERS 
is still an uncertain quantity. The pledges that 
they bave secured from the soft-money Demo- 
crats are probably conditional, and in the event 
of Mr. Blackburn recciving the regular Demo- 
cratic nomination, or even if he should stand 
as a bolting candidate, the votes of the soft-

RESULT OF INTERVIEWS WITH ILLINOIS

Since the 
last investigation Mr. Tilden’s stock has in- 
creased. This feeling, he thought, has gone out 
toward Mr. Tilden, inthe West especially, and 
makes his strength much greater. Yet he 
thought the West was solid for Thurman. 

Morrison, Seventeenth District, declined to 
converse, as be did not know anything about 
the matter, and, moreover, the time for the 
nomination is too far ahead.

The Secretary of the Treasury will also ac- 
cept in payment certificates. of deposit of 
National banks specially Jesignated to receive 
deposits on this account, but the refunding cer- 
tificates will not be delivered until the certifi- 
cate,of deposit issued by the bank has been paid 
for by a Treasury draft or by deposit of

with the Treasurer or some Assistant-Treasurer 
of the United States, or until United States 
bonds of an equal amount are substituted in 
their stead. 

All National banks, upon complying with Sec. 
5,153, Revised Statutes of the United States, are 
invited to become financial agents of the Gov- 
ernment and depositories of public moneys ac- 
cruing from such certiticates. Monev received 
by depository backs for such certificates will re- 
mair on deposit with said banks, subject to the 
order of the Treasurer of the United States, and 
calls for the redemption of bonds will issue from 
time to time, as the Secretary mav direct.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 8.—There is an 
evident purpose on the part of the Common- 
wealth’s counsel and oii producers to show cor- 
rupt collusion between the Pennsylvania Rai 
road and the Standard Oil Company. It must 
be confessed that so far they have sicnally 
failed. The contract telegraphed vou yesterday 
was very plain as to its 
Third Vice-President Cassatt — 
the conditions which led to the making ot the 
contract with the Standard Oil Company. He 
said that the transportation of off over the’ 
Pennsylvania Company’s lines in January 
was by the Empire Trausportation 
pany, a private corporation, and varions 
other lines to New York and Philadel- 
phia. The work was done by contract 
with the Empire Company, which, in addition 
to 1,000 truck-cars and 400 other cars, also had 
control of certain pipe-lives, and had an interest 
in refineries. ‘The Standard Oil Company ceased 
to transport its oil by the Pennsylvania Kail- 
road; according to the combination, in Match. 
‘The Standard Oil Company and the 
Transportation Company, being distinet corpo- 
rations, did not harmonize well together. ‘This 
led to competion, aud the prices of oil in the 
oll regions were raised, while at the seaboard 
they were depressed. This was due to tho 
manipulations of the market by the Standard 


Oil Company. 

In the combination nst the Pennsylvania 
Railroad the New York Central, Erie, Baiti- 
more & Ohio, Lehigh Valley, Reading, Lake 
Shore & Great’ Western R Com panies 
and the united pipe lines combined with the 
Standard Oil Company. It was a war upon the 
shippers of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany, and it was intended as an op tion to 
the Empire Transportation Line. and “in Au- 
gust, 1877.“ said Mr. Cassatt, ** Mr. Rockafeitler, 
Presidert of the Standard Oil Company, WIII- 
iam E. Warden, of this city, and others, entered 
into negotiations with the Peunsylyania Rall 
road Company. I acted on behalf of the latter 
Company. The first meeting w we) at St. George's 
Hotel in this city, and subject of 
discussion was whether some contract could be 
made, with the Standard Oil Company by which 
this competition should cease.

INDIANA. 


A Shameless Proceeding in the Legislature 
«~How the Democrats Forced an Extra 
Session — Voorhees and McDonald Wel- 


comed Home. 
Svecial Disnatch to The Tribune, 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 8.—The history of In- 
diana does not show so shameless and bare- 
feeed a proceeding as that by Which the regular 
session of the General Assembly was frittered 
away to-day and to-night. The Republicans io 
the Senate made every effort to get the appro- 
priation bills up, but the Democrats stoutly re- 
fused. Not more than thirty votes could be ob- 
tained at any time for a suspension of the rules, 
thirty-four being requized. Ihe leaders of the 
Democracy were determined to force an extra 


session to cure the defeats of the regular ses- 


sion if possible, and show a respectable record 
to the people. About 4 o’clock Speaker 
Cautborne left the chair of the House, 
aud, while he Was gone into 
the Senate, the Honse regularly adjourned 
until Monday moring, and at once, upon hearing 
of this, the Senate took the same action, ‘The 
Speaker hurried back to the House, assumed 
the chair, and, while members were all on their 
feet, asked them to reconsider their action, 
which they did, and agreed to meet at 8 o’clock 
this evening. 

In accordance with this irreguiar proceeding, 
seventy-one members of the House met, the 
Speaker in the chair, and were about to proceed 
to business, but strenuous objections were made 
by a few clear headed Democrats, and by nearly 
all the Republicans and after an hour 
of sereaming farce and disorder, the 
Speaker declared the only safe thing to 
do was to adjourn, and he dissolved the irregu- 
lar and illegal body without motion. 

Nothing of the kind ever happened before. 
This was the last legisiative day of the session, 
and only two bills of secondary importance 
were enacted into laws. No effort was made to 
take up the appropriation bills, It was a buil- 
dozing game to force a special session, which 
will probably be called for Tuesday next, to 
follow at once upon the expiration of the regu- 
lar session. 

During the afternoon Senators McDonald and 
Voorhees were on the floor of the House, and 
each made brief speeches, neither saying any- 
thing of particular moment. 

Senators Voorhees and MeDonald were wel- 
comed home to-day by an artillery salute, and 
this evening the Washington Club are to give 
them a handsome reception at their rgoms. 

The bills enacted into laws to-day were that 
giving bodies to medieal societies, allowing 
married women to use their individual estates, 
and to place the. general election on the day 
fixed by the Constitution. This latter will make 
the next election in November; if the constitu- 
tional amendments prevail in the April elec- 


tion. 

Gov. Williams will call an extra session of the 
Legislature, commencing Tuesday next. He 
will reeommend the passage of the important 
bills and early adjournment. 


CLARA MORRIS’ REVENGE. 


She Instructs Her Husband to “Pound” a 
Passenger at Omaha— Hit Him Twice, 
Freddie - Freddie Hits Him Twice.

Omana, Neb., March 6.—Among the overland 
passengers from the West to-pight were Clara 
Morris, actress, and Frederick Harriot, her hus- 
band, on their way East. The train stopping for 
some time, Mr. Harriot was in his stateroom 
conversing With your correspondent, when Mrs. 
Harriot called him to ber berth, and, pointing 
out a fine looking man on the platform outside, 
uttered several words in a low tone. Mr. Har- 
riot at once walked out upon the platform, and, 
stepping quietly up to the man, struck him on 
the breast. The policemen and passengers 
crowded about the assaulted man and asked the 
meaning of the blow.’ The latter said he did 
not know bis assailant. At this moment Mrs. 
Harriot stepped to her ear window, threw it up, 
and shouted: 

Hit him twice, Freddie, hit him twice; I told 
you to strike him twice.“ 

Mr. Harriot then struck the man before bim 
another sharp blow with the flat of bis hand, 
which resounded through Tie depot. ‘The as- 
saulted man then removed his cap, and. step- 
ping forward to Mrs. Harriot, said, There is 
some mistake bere, madame; I know neither 
you nor your husband; what does this mean!“ 

Lou bowed to me in a street-car in San Frau- 
cisco, said Mrs. Harriot. 

as never in San Francisco in my life,“ 
was the answer. 

The police threatened to arrest Harriot, but 
the assaulted man gave them no encourage- 
ment., and all the parties were again allowed to 
take their seats in the train. 

Returning to his seat Mr. Marriot said to 
your correspondent: It is a fellow connected 
with a dramatic paper who bas assailed both my 
wife and myself through its columns and in 
anonymous letters. He was au enemy to my wile 
in Clevelaud several years ago, when she first 
went on the stage, and did ali he could to injure 
her. He has followed her from place to place, 
and several times insulted her. He met her 
not long ago in a street car in San Francisco, 
bowed to her, and sent her a note next 
day referring to the bow and saying he knew 
some facts derogatory to both my character and 
that of my wife. I have no secrets that 1 want 
kept quiet. 1 meet this fellow occasionally, and 
this is not the first time I have pounded bim.“ 

Men here who kuow the assaulted individual 
say Mr. Harriot made a mistake; that the man 
he “pounded” cannot possibly be the person 
who insuited his wife.

Paige, the Boston Swindler, Fi- 
nally Convicted. 


INCENDIARISM. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Colvunvs, O., March &—The events of the 
past week have been such as to create a panicky 
feeling among the people of this city, and all 
now recognize the fact that we are infested 
with a large gang of desperate characters intent 
on arson, plunder, and pillage, Searcely had 
the large meeting of citizens broken up last 
night before information reached the 
police authorities of several attempts at 
incendiarism. Houses were entered, coal oi! 
spread and ignited, but the flames successfully 
put out. From eyents which followed it is ap- 
parent that while the citizens’ meeting was de- 
liberating as to the mode of procedure the ar- 
sonists were actively at work in scattering coal 
oil and tar in stables and out-houses, in places 
far remote from each other. At 2 
o’cloek this morning the alarm 
of fire was heard, people hastily filling the 
streets. As soon as the Fire Department 
reached the first scene, another and another 
alarm peeled out on the moruing air, followed 
by the blazing buildings until the city was li- 
lummated jn both the north and east by eight 
distinct fires at one time. The incendiaries had 
also applied the toren to Booth's carriage works, 
the largest in Central Ohio. 

The city has bean in an alarmed and excited 
condition during the past few days, but the tires 
early this morning had the effect of awakening 
the citizens to vigilant and active messures. 
The fact is recognized that any half-way meas- 
ures would be without avail ia the present state 
of affairs. This morning the Mayor called 
a special meeting of the City, Council 
which authorized the offer of rewards for the 
arrest and conviction of any person connected 
with the incendiary fires. Special policemen 
were also ordered to beswornin. Another 
rousing meeting ot the citizens was held, and 
energetic action op the part of the authorities 
demanded. ° 

Col. Freeman, commanding the Fourteenth 
Regiment, O. N. G., has tendered the service of 
the Columbus Battalion to the Mayor. Capt. 
Doty, commanding the Governor’s Gaard, makes 
the same proffer of assistance, which have been 
accepted, and about 300 armed troops were 
sworn in to-night to act as patrol under 
the direction of the Mayor, this 
being virtually martial-law. After 10 
o’clock to-night every stranger or 
suspicious character will be arrested and 
locked up, unl@ss ‘able to give a satisfactory ex- 
plauation. A tommittee of citizens have peti- 
tioned the Legislature to pass au act making it 
incumbent upon the county Suerifls to receive 
convicts at the Penitentiary and return them to 
the place from wich they are sentenced when 
their term of imprisonment bas expired. 
It is beheved that a large number of 
the criminals bow in the city are ex-convicta, 
who resume their former avocations as soon as 
released, as Many as forty-six being terned 
loose on this communit v in one day, thus mak- 
ing this city a central recraiting district for ail 
State criminals. : 


| Oo PAIGE,

Boston, Mash, March 8.—The trial of Mr. 
Frank Paige for conspiracy to defraud his 
creditors closed ‘to-day, the jury finding him 
guilty of one cagnt of one indictment. The 
case has occtipféd twelve days, aid has been 
hardly fought um both sides, the defense alone 
making 130 objeutions and 87 exceptions to the 
rulings of the Court. A new trial has been 
moved for. 45 , 

Paige was a hoot and shoe dealer, doing a 
very large business on commission. He had 
lived fast and spent very little time fn his busi- 
ness. He had a secret special partner, Charles 
T. Stetson, who was also his bookkeeper, and 
the two conspired to get into their possession 
boots and shoes on the credit of Paige, under 
the pretense of disposing of them ‘in the 
ordinary cours® of trade, when in fact 
they sent them away in the names of others 
than Paige. It Was agreed between them that 
the books shotiid be destroyed, and this was 
done on the Bunday before the last State elec- 
tion, some being burned and some thrown into 
the Charles River. The next move was to get 
Stetson to abscond, and this he did, 
going first 0 Baltimore and then 
back to New York, where he 
took the steamer Nevada for Europe. Paige 
thea announced his failure, but could give his 
creditors no information as to how he stood, 
his confidential clerk being an absconder with 
some money and the books being missing. Sus- 
picions were soon aroused and an officer was 
sent to Europe after Stetson, who readily agreed 
to return if po harm should come to him. This 
was promised, and Stetson turned State's eyi- 
dence. 

The exact amount made by the precious pair 
is not known, but it is somewhere in the 
neighborhoad of $150,000. It cost the creditors 
$25,000 to bring Paige to trial, for ali sorts of 
obstacles were thrown in their way, and more 
than a dozen attempts were made to get him 
out on bail, None of them succeeded, how- 
ever, and three men have been sent to the State 
Prison for five years for perjury in offering to 
become his sureties. 

Should the motion for a new trial be success- 
ful, Vaige will have no chance of escape, as a 
number of other charges are pending against 
him, in addition to some civil suits. 


A QUANDARY.

Bostow, Maren 8.--The State Government 
finds itself in a peculiar dilemme in regard to 
the execution ef Devlin, the wiie murderer, who 
is to be hanged on Friday.

‘The man’s sentence can- 
not be commutéd, the Executive Council hav- 
ing voted last week seven to one to bang him, 
aud a ne Sheriff cannot be appointed in time, 
the law requiring that one week shall elapse 
between the nomination and the confirmation.

A COSTLY TEST. 
Sete Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Ortawa, III., March 8—While anplying a 
steam test at 3 o’clock to-day toa portable en- 
gine boiler recently placedin the grain ware- 
house of M. Steifel & Co., an explosion occurred 
which entailed serious results. At the time of 
the explosion the steam-gauge indicated a pres- 
sure ot sevepty-one pounds. The man apply- 
ing the test, Owen Coffey, was advised to be 
cautious, when suddenly the front of 
the boiler was blown out, the 
steam and water carrying four 
men through the door-way and nearly across 
the hydraulic basin, from forty to seventy feet 
on the ice. 

The injured are as follows: 

John Reuse, machinist, rigbt arm broken 
above the elbow, and knee-pan shattered, and 
badly scaled. Little or no hope of recovery. 

Jasper French, teamster, scalded. Recovery 
doubtful. 

Owen Coffey, boiler-maker, cut and bruised 
about the head, and several scalds; will recover. 

James Herrold, boy, bruiged and scalded, not 
seriously; will get well. 


Another was reported injured, extent not 


known. 

All but Owen Coffey were there as spectators. 

John Reuse had been making some repairs 
on the engine, and came to witness the work- 
ing thereof. He had started for the door to 
take his departure. 

Various rumors are afloat as to the cause of 
the explosion. The theory is that the 
steam-gauge failed to indicate the prop- 
er pressure, as it was thought that 
seventy one pounds would force tue engine and 
boiler weighing six or seven tons from its posi- 
tion through the side of the building and across 
an allev, some forty feet in all, as was the case.

THE WHISKY MEN. 


Incidents of an Illinois Officer’s Search is 
Massachusetts. , 
Special Dispatch to rue Trivune, 
SPRINGFIELD, III., March 8.—An interview — 
with A. J. Roe, who was seat as a Special Depu- 
ty-Marshal to Boston for the purpose of secaring 
the attendance of D. T. Mills and Isaac R 
Stevens before the United States District Court 
at Springfield, developes the following 
statement of facts: When the Deputy 
arrived. in Boston and presented « 
copy of the (indictment found by the 
Grand Jury of the Southern District of 
Illinois, be was notified by the District Clerk of 
the Massachusetts Court that the Judge would 
not consider the case; that the Judge had 
already decided that all such cases must go. 
before a United States Commissioner. Finding 


no other mode possible, the Deputy called upon 


the Hon. George H. Sanger, United States Dis- 
triet- Attorney, who accompanied him to the 
Commissioner, and presented the case 
for the Deputy, on the part 
of the Goyernment. The Commissioner found 
all the Deputy’s papers in due form and prep- 
erly authenticated, but he held that the District 


Judge was the proper authority to judge of the 


sufficiency of the indictment, and that the ac 
cused must be brought before the Commissioner 
to be by him held until such time as the Judge 
was ready to decide upon the validity of 
the indictment. Thereupon the Commis- 
sioner issued his writ to the Massachusetts 
Marshal, who arrested the accused and brought 
them before the Commissioner. That cer 
then held them to bail ia the sum of $3,000 
eacli to appear before him, one on the IIth and 
the other on the th mst., but he also beld the 
Western Deputy under bond to appear before 
bim on the days named as a witness 
in the case.

One of the latest political and legal mon- 
strosities is a bill introduced and advocated 
in the Illinois Legislature by Mr. Moss 
Wxrwonrn, of this city, regulating the 
payment of wages. The bill is a rare speci- 
men of ®latant demagogism, and, like all 
such efforts, if enacted, would be most prej u- 
dicial to the class it professes to protect. It 
provides that all persons, firms, and corpo- 
rations doing business in this State shall 
make payment to their laborers, and all 
other persons to whom they are indebted,” 
on or before the 14th of each month, for the 
wages due and payable up to the Ist of 
that month. That all wages not paid on the 
14th of the month shall be a lien upon the 
property of the debtors, “‘in preference 
to any other claim, debt, or demand,” 
not previously secured by lien; That 
all dues to laborers for wages shall 
have priority of payment from the 
money and assets” of the debtars 
over any other claim not secured by previous 
lien, and any refusal to recognize such pri- 
ority shall subject the party to all loss or 
damage caused thereby, with 10 per cent pen- 
alty. That to all wages not paid on the 14th 
of any month, after the month in which 
they shall be earned, there shall be added 10 
per cent when recovered by suit. That all 
suits for wages of labor shall have priority of 
hearing and trial over all other suits, and 
when judgment is given for plaintiff the 
Court shall inclade in the judgment an al- 
lowance for attorneys’ fee, 88 if before a 
Justice of the Peace and $10 if before a 
Court. That the term “laborer” is to be 
taken as méaning any person whose wages 
do not exceed $3 per day. This wonderful 
bill is Mr. Most Wenrwortn’s tribute to 
Communism. Allemployment of labor is now 
by contract of agreement between the work- 
man and the employer, and ineludes the time 
of payment as well as the amount of wages. 
For any failure to comply, the employer 
is now responsible in suit. The bill subjects 
every man who employs workmen to a per- 
petual lien on all his property. These liens 
are not of record. If he sells a lot, or any 
bill of goods, or any other property, he will 
have to give a bond of indemnity to the pur- 
chaser to protect the latter from any claim 
for unpaid wages, 10 per cent penalty, and 
counsel fees; or he will haye to execute to 
the purchaser a written rel of all liens, 
and have the same signed and sealed by all 
the laborers and mechanics who have worked 
for him during the previous two years or 
more. After Mr. WentworrTs had ventilated 
his own demagogism, the House amended 
the bill so that it would give ‘‘all creditors 
priority of payment over all other creditors,” 
and then sent it to a committee, The amend- 


ment happily illustrated the absurdity of the 


whole thing.

In 1876, under the alarming crisis of 
bafikruptcy and suspension by the city, 
with an immense and illegally-issued float- 
ing debt unprovided for, and total collapse 
of credit, there was 4 popular uprising to 
meet the emergericy, the result of which was 
the election of a demplete City Council, of 
which “four-fifths were men of integrity, 
business habits, and practical usefulness. 
Having administered the knife freely on 
various abuses, having dismissed scores of 
useless and expensive officers and abolished 
their offices, having reduced the annual ex- 
penditures from one to two millions of 
dollars, and instituted g financial system 
which has re-established the city credit, 
taken up and extinguished the floating 
debt, and placed the city in a fair 
way of extrication from: its financial 
difficulties, and with a poliey which, if ad- 
hered to, will prevent any recurrence of 
such embarrassments, these persons have 
one after the other retired from the Council. 
They offered their services in the hour of the 
city’s peril, and, having performed their 
duty faithfully and well, they have left the 
pablic service.

1876, The misfortune of the city is not that 
respectable men will not take office, but that 
they will not accept elections to the City 
Council. An illustration of this is furnished 
by the list of worthy citizens, Democrats 
and Republicans, merchants, professional 


} men, and persons of various occupations, who 


are candidates for the office of City Treasurer. 
So far as our observation and knowledge 
extends, each and every one of the gentle- 
men seeking to be City Treasurer is just the 
kind of man that the city specially needs at 
this time in the City Council. 

The office of Alderman yields no legal com- 


pensation. ‘The office of ‘Treasurer has a legal 
com „ Unt at the same time is seem- 
ingly a cost to the incumbent. The salary of 
the ‘Treasurer is $2,500 a year, but the offi 


tion is perhaps 64, 000. That is the legal 
status of the case. It is assumed as a fact 
that the City Treasurer deposits the public 
moneys in banks of his own selection, and 
that he receives from such banks an allow- 
ance of 3 or 4 per cent on the monthly bal- 
ances to his credit. The average cash in the 
hands of the Treasurer of this city the past 
year has been perhaps $800,000. If the City 
Treasurer does receive this interest on the 
deposits, which is unknown to the law, then 
the net emoluments of the office may be esti- 
mated by those apt at ciphering. 

We cannot, however, assume that the hope 
or expectation of receiving this large com- 
pensation has anything to do with producing 
such a numerous array of candidates on both 
sides, and for two reasons. All these gentle- 
men are men of standing and character, having 
due regard for legal and moral obligations. 
The law requires the Treasurer to give bond ; 
it requires him to make oath generally to 
observe the law, and specifically once a 
month that he has not violated the law. The 
law algo prohibits the Treasurer, on penalty 
of removal from office, from using, directly 
or indirectly, for his own profit or the profit 
of any other person, any portion of the pub- 
lic money, and provides that in case such 
Treasurer shall loan such money, or use it 
as n deposit and receive interest therefor, he 
shall be punished by fine and imprisonment, 
or both. 

The Comptroller in his last report urgent- 
ly. appealed to the Council to make an ap- 
propriation for a vault and safe in which to 


| keep the public money, and to fix a specific 


salary for the Treasurer and for his clerks. 
The Council, however, has refused to do 
this, the impression being that there 
is a standing necessity for having 
at least one office under the City Govérn- 
ment which would justify the candidate of 
each party contributing from $5,000 to $8,000 
to „run the party” during the élection. 
How the candidates for the office of Treas- 
urer can afford to pay such enormous assess- 
ments for the mere nomination to an office 
whose ‘legal, and not criminal, emoluments 
are insufficient to pay the ordinary clerical 
labor, is one of those conundrums which 
each man is at liberty to answer for himself. 
As only one person can be nominated. on 
each side for Treasurer, we suggest that all 
the defeated candidates for that office be 
nominated by their respective parties for the 
City Council. 


ANOTHER KEENE TRANSACTION. 

A novelty is always grently relished by the 
newspaper-reading public; it responds to a 
desire that is partly matured and partly cul- 
tivated, but very wide-spread. Hence the 
story about the ‘forged dispatch,” as the 
basis of the large wheat sales on Friday and 
the occasion of the consequent fall in price, 
created a lively interest among a mass of 
people who have no personal interest in the 
price of wheat except as it is sold by the bar- 
rel or pound in the shape of flour. It was 
something new, and it relieved the monotony 
of that particular part of the newspaper set 
aside for certain cabalistic vegas called quo- 
tations, which are ‘‘ caviare to the general.” 
It was an interesting story, and not any the 
less 80 because it was impossible to tell just 
what proportion of truth it-contained. 

A few months ago Mr. James R. Krentz, 
the California and New York speculator who 
has rivaled Ja¥ Goutp of late years, came to 
Chicago in person, and began the purchase 
of wheat. There wasa disposition among 
the small-fry of the Board of Trade to 
raise a hue-and-cry over his advent, and an 
effort to create sympathy for themselves and 
hostility to Mr. Kun on the ground that 
he was running a corner.” We always 
understood, however, that Mr. Kernz paid 
cash for his wheat, put it away in elevators, 
and bought it to hold as an investment over 
winter, and consequently Inn Txrisvunx ex- 
tended a welcome to Mr, Keewns, as it is in 
the habit of doing to all persons who have 
the good judgment to bring money to Chi- 
cago for investment. On Friday Mr. 
Keune’s brokers surprised the market 
by selling large blocks of the specu- 
lative grade in wheat, amounting in 
all to about 2,300,000 bushels. This 
action caused a break in the market of sev- 
eral cents, notwithstanding the foreign price 
remained firm and the foreign demand gbod. 
Subsequently there was a reaction by two or 
three cents, and yesterday wheat had re- 
sumed almost the value it had prior to the 
break. The story of the forged dispatch 
was incident to this flurry, and the sensa- 
tional feature of the case. Had the sales 
been made on account of Mr. Kxrxr, and 
with the purpose of closing out his accumu- 
lations of the winter, it would have been a 
perfectly legitimate transaction, in which 
Mr. Krenz would have made a net profit of 
$100,000 or more, and nobody could have 
fairly criticised him for it. But the story of 
the forged dispatch came in just at the time 
when ft could play a prominent part and in- 
crease the uncertainty of life on the Bard. 
This was a new element in trading which 
was a mystery to bulls and bears alike, ex- 
cept the few persons, if any, who under- 
stood it, and mystery is the favorite element 
of speculation. 

Of course thére were several theories about 
this sensational business. One was that such 
a dispatch was sent, that it was forged, and 
that Mr. Keenz’s brokers were deceived by 
it. This would bea straightforward expla- 
nation of the affair, but perhaps on that ac- 
count it was not generally credited. Immense 
orders to buy or sell are usually given in 
cipher, and the senders do not, as a rule, re- 
sort to a night-message for the saving of a 
quarter or half dollar where hundreds of 
thousands of dollars are involyed. This is 
particularly true where relations are so inti- 
mate as they must have been between Mr. 
Keene and his brokers. Yet the dispatch 
on which the broker acted was in plain En- 
glish, sent as a half-rate night-message, and 
simply signed Krenz. It almost staggers belief 
that experienced and responsible Chicago 
brokers would have closed out 2,300,000 
bushels of wheat on the strength of such a 
message alone. Another theory was that the 
sales were made for Krum, because that 
operator wanted to sell out and pocket his 
profit, and that the dispatch in question was 
a part of a well- laid plan for keeping up the 
market (on the theory that it would not be 
credited by Board-of-Trade men, who doubt 
every plain, matter-of-fact statement) while 
California Krenz was unloading. Krenz 
combated this theory by his statement that he 
had given no orders to sell. A third theory 
was that some speculator or speculators em- 
ployed Mr. Keene's brokers to sell on their 
account, knowing that heavy sales by this 
particular firm would be construed as sales for 
KEENE, and that the forged dispatch was sent 
for the purpose of confirniing that impression. 
‘There were still other theories which it is not 


necessary to recount,—all of them in the in- 
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there was no call on them for the large 
umount of money necessary to buy the 
wheat that was nominally sold. 

The developments of yesterday afternoon, 
whith are given in detail in another column, 
dissſpate all the theories mentioned except 
the first one. The dispatch was a fraud. 
Mr. Kerns repudiated it and all its works. 
The brokers found themselves in the predica- 
meut of having sold over two million bushels 
of wheat which they did not possess, 
and which they would have to 
buy, or else settle for by paying 
whatever differences there might be against 
them on the meturity of the contracts, 
They did the wiser thing. They purehased 
enough wheat to cover their sales,—of course 


sold,—and closed up the deal without the loss 
of a single penny. Skillful management 
enabled them, so they state, to place a small 
amount to the credit side of the profit and 
loss account, 

One curious circumstance in this affair is 
that the senior member of the firm which 
acts as Mr. Kexnx’s broker is in Europe, and 
the business ig conducted by a younger 
brother during the senior’s absence. Had the 
‘+ bulls,” with the aid of this bogus dispatch, 
succeede.. in foreing up the market to the 
neighborhood of §1 per bushel, there would 
have been entailed on the firm a loss in the 
neighborhood of $100,000. But, in spite of 
this immediate possibility,—and it was 
dreaded by many of the short ”-sell- 
ers,—the junior member of the firm of 
brokers was undisturbed in mind, and 
went about transacting his business as 
usual; and, though this gentleman is 
believed to possess a good deal of the 
sang froid which is not characteristic 
of the race from which he springs, it 1s 
doubtful whether he could carry u sudden 
loss of $100,000 from robbery without show- 
ing some signs of regret or chagrin. The 
most that can be said about the affair 
is that it has created a sensation; 
and Chicago is always grateful for that, 
whether it is furnished by Mr. Kxxxx or any 
other man. If there is any moral to the 
story, it is as another warning to people 
outside of the bull-and-bear menagerie not 
to intrust their money to be invested in 
speculative margins by brokers belonging to 
that useful but eccentric institution. Just 
such a transaction as we have recounted 
occurs in some shape or other every little 
while, and always swallows up a greater or

THE RACE MURDERERS. 

It has always been conceded that the re- 
ceiver of stolen goods is as bad as the thief; 
but there is good reason to believe that the 
professional receiver of the present day 
the ‘‘ fence —is worse than the thief. It is 
certain that 1f there were no “ fences,”—no 
places where stalen goods could be sold or 
pawned, and no questions asked, —theft would 
be confined mostly to cases of necessity and 
covetousness, where one steals to satisfy hun- 
ger or gratify a desire for possession, More 
than this, it has become the custom for the 
‘* fences to plan and organize large robber- 
ies, to select the men for the job in-hand, to 
undertake the sale-of the goods, and to allow 
the actual thieves @ percentage of the spoils, 
This was the case in the Jarrnay burglary, 
in which Laws, and Frezman, and others 
were engaged, and which led up to the mur- 
der of Offiver Race, for which Lams has 
just been sentenced to death. Acvording to 
the testimony given, Frreperre, the pawn- 
broker, organized the conspiracy. He sent 
for Fnrrulx, with whom he bad had previ- 
ous dealings, and asked if he (Fremman) could 
not recommend some thieves for a certain 
job whom he (Frrkpsrre) could trust not to 
„give him away.” It was this cool propo- 
sition which led to the combination of Lams, 
Frerman, and four others to break into the 
Ja¥Frrax store. The robbery was admirably 
planned, and succeeded to the point of deliv- 
ering the goods to Faiepsere, when it was 
interrupted by the appearance of Officer 
Racz, who was shot dead at his very first 

question as to the nature of the goods in the 
wagon. 

When Freeman heard of the verdict against 
Lams, he remarked: ‘‘The Frtevseras are 
the guilty parties, and ought to suffer; if it 
had not been for them Jarrray’s store would 
never have been robbed, nor would Officer 
Race have been killed.” Nobody who has 
followed this case can doubt for a moment 
that this statement is literally true,—at least 
so far as it applies to the male Frrepserna. 
Not only is Frrepperec, in the light of the 
law, as guilty of the murder of Race as Laun 
is, who is now under sentence, but, morally, 
he is more guilty, since it was he who 
planned the conspiracy which led up to 
that murder. Frerman’s evidence leaves no 
doubt on this point, Besides, Frrppazre 
furnished at least one of the revolvers in the 
hands of the thieves, and, when there was 
danger of the policeman’s interference, he 
suggested murder by the remark, ‘* Well, 
you have your gun, haven’t you?” No one 
who believes the evidence upon which Lams 
was convicted can hesitate in the belief that 
F'RIEDBERG was more guilty of the murder of 
Race than any one of the thieves whom he 
employed for the commission of the burg- 
lary, and to commit any murder that might 
be necessary to make the burglary a success. 


is under sentence of death, and Freeman 
lies in jail to receive ultimately such punish- 
ment as may be meted out to him for his 
share in the crime, tempered by considera- 
tion for the service he has done the State in 
furnishing evidence, If Durpury, Dennis, 
Gntrrm, and Daiscorz—the other thieves— 
could be appr@hended, there is no doubt that 
they would be held for murder with- 
out bail. It ig clear, then, that 
FRIEDBERG ought to be arrested on the 
charge of murder, committed without bail, 
indicted the very first day the Grand Jury 
meets, and brought to trial as early as pos- 
sible. In his present condition, he may es- 
cape at any) time, if, indeed, he has not 
already takenisterie to get away. The jury 
did not find Lamp guilty because they 
actually believed that Lams fired the fatal 
Fnzruax did not swear that Laus did 
the shooting, and the testimony of the negro 
woman alone, who saw the man but an in- 
stant, would not have been enough to remove 
all doubt of Lamp’s identity with the man 
who shot Race. But the jury brought ina 
verdict of “guilty,” because there was no 
doubt in the mind of any one of them that 
Laus was a party to the original conspiracy 
for the burglary, and because, under a well- 
settled and just rule of law, he thus became 
a party to the greater crime of murder which 
grew out of that conspiracy. This rule, 
which has resulted in a death-sentence to 
Lams, will apply in a stronger degree to 
FRIEDBERG, who organized the original con- 
spiracy, and who advised murder in case it 
should become necessay to escape detection.

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time the application of exact justice, it 
pawnbroker could be made to suffer the fall 
penalty of the crime which he originates and 
renders possible.

It was not 
known whether Suernry or CoxxxLL N stabbed 
McConvittz, but both were convicted and 
executed for the murder, on the ground that 
they were equally guilty, without regard to 
the use of the knife. The same is true in 
the case of Race’s murder as the evidence 
now stands; and if Lams should hang for it 
so should Frrepperc, and so should the 
other thieves, if they can be caught. Even- 
handed justice of this kind would be a great 
protection against future conspiracies of a 
similar nature that might bave the same re- 
sult, and Frrmppsre should be locked up 
without delay on the charge of murder. 
TREE-GROWING IN CHICAGO. 

A subject which merits serious considera- 
tion just at this time of year is tree-planting ; 
it ought to receive more attention in Chicago 
than it actually does. The fire of 1871 
destroyed the trees that lined the streets ia 
many of the handsomest residence-portions 
of the city. The soil is not favorable to tree- 
growing in general, and it should be the aim 
of all property-owners to make good the loss 
in the quickest available way. This can be 
best accomplised by cultivating those trees 
which experience teaches to be best adapted 
to our soil and the conditions of a large city. 
All observers agree that the Lombardy 
poplar and the willow mature more quickly 
and last longer than any other variety. They 
are not as desirable in themselves as the 
elm, the oak, or the maple, but much more 
so than the cottonwood, which is the 
only tree that lives and thrives here 
as well as the willow and poplar. 
The elm grows to magnificent propor- 
tions after it getsa fair hold on life, but 
there are only certain portions of the city 
where it outlives its babyhood ; it will not 
grow in wet clay. The sewer-gases, the 
smoke, the dust, and various other conditions 
of city life prove fatal to the elm, the locust, 
and even the evergreen, in Chicago, and 
much’ money and time have been wasted in 
the effort to cultivate them. Good judg- 
ment and the interests of the city require, 
in the light of experience, that property- 
owners should give preference to the wil- 
lows and Lombardy poplars, They bud out 
earlier in the spring, remain green later in 
the fall, and have a longer lease of life in this 
whole region of Chicago and its suburbs than 
any other varieties. They oan be planted 
to advantage alternately in & row, and 
a few years suffice for growth into dimen- 
sions of some use and beauty. The Lombardy 
poplar is a tall, stately tree, which can be 
shaped, by proper care and trimming, into 
a thing of beauty; these trees can also be 
planted closely together without crowding 
the life out of each other, and, thus planted, 
they furnish good shade andform a beauti- 
ful border for an avenue. Generous and 
judicious tree-planting is the best invest- 
ment that real-estate owners can make, now 
that the demand and prices of property are 
improving netably. A piece of property 
supplied with trees which, in a veryy few 
years, will have a good, substantial growth 
(and this may be depended on with willows 
and Lombardy poplars), will command a 
higher price for residence purposes an- 
other pieeé equally desirable in other 
respects; and a street or avenue well pro- 
vided with shade- trees will always be more 
sought than one without such adornment. 
It is a matter to which property-owners and 
real-estate dealers should give earnest atten- 
tion this spring. 


THE ANTI-TREATING SOCIETY. 

The new temperance movement in New 
York, recently announced by the New York 
Herald, has many features which commend it 
to people who are not fanatical and who are 
not wedded to the idea that drinking can be 
stopped by compulsory legisiation. We 
printed some of the details of this organiza- 
tion a fortnight ago; but, as they may have 
been overlooked by some of our readers, we 
refer to them again on this occasion for the 
sake of once more putting in a plea for the 
adoption of some practical measures that ap- 
peal to reason and good sense. The idea of 
the new Society had its origin in 1876 at a 
meeting of the Congressional Temperance 
Society, shortly after the death of Hunt 
Wiisox, which event was ascribed to im- 
moderation at a banquet given him at Drr- 
montco’s. The idea was at that time dis- 
cussed, not of advocating total abstinence or 
prohibitory measures, but moderation in in- 
dulgence, except in cases where men cannot 
drink without getting intoxicated. While the 
plan does not deny the right of men to 
manufacture and sell intoxicating liquors, or 
to drink them, it leads up to total abstinence 
by gradual steps, and it reacheg all classes 
of drinkers. A nucleus of Trustees has 
already been appointed, and, as the Con- 
gressional Temperance Society has given its 
cordial approval of the idea and its promise 
of co-operation, we may look forward to 
some practical results when the Society gets 
fairly into working order. 

From the very general description of the 
Society which was given by the Heraid, it 
would appear that it has three ends in view, 
and requires three pledges, —the red, white, 
and blue, The red pledge is intended only 
for those who will promise total abstinence 
for a certain period,—a pledge which has a 
more binding force and is more easily kept 
than a lifelong one. The child or 
young man who solemnly pledges. himself 
for a lifetime usually does so in a sentimental 
moment, or under the exeite ent and pres- 
sure of those about him, without fully re- 
alizing what such a pledge implies, or the 
impossibility of foreseeing whether the 
events of the future will so shape themselves 
that he can keep it. The white pledge is 
worded so that those who take it renounce 
drinking during the hours of the day -that 
are devoted to business. The white pledge 
will thus secure a saving of time and money, 
as well as an immense saving of business 
energy, and it is a pledge which business 
men not only ought to take themselves but 
require of their employes,.as they have au 
undoubted right to demand that their clerks 
shall give them the best of their ability, and 
shall not spend time in saloons that belongs 
to business. The reform that such a 
pledge would inaugurate on the Board 
of Trade alone would be of incal 
culable benefit. The blue pledge covers a 
very important point, and will be one of the 
strongest attacks that have yet been made 
upon the evils of intemperance. It re- 
nounces the practice of treating. Every 
one who takes this pledge promises never to 
ask any one to drink with him at his own ex- 


pense, or to accept an invitation to drink at 


the expense of another. It is safe to say 
that there is not one person ina hundred 
who would not confine his drinking within 
the limits of decent moderation, if this ab- 
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really degrading 
It would save millions of dollars. 
It Would immensely reduce the consumption 
of liquors. The long roll of drunken men 
would be reduced to the few desperate ones 
who drink expressly to get drunk, and will 
drink alone to do it. It would save working- 
men the loss of their wages, the 
results of a weeks work, perhaps, 
squandered in a single night. It 
would save other families from abuse 
and suffering. It would abolish the sense- 
lens demand which a form makes upon 
a young man to include a crowd of others 
whom he does not know, and perhaps does 
not want to know, in his drinking. It would 
knock away the first step that has led many 
a man into immoderate drinking. If the 
ladies of this State who are now laboring so 
zealously for temperance in impractical di- 
rections would personally appeal to men to 
peremptorily refuse to treat others or allow 
others to treat them, and organize associa- 
tions for that purpose, they would strike 
almost a death-blow at saloons. 7 
The New York Society calls itself the Busi- 
ness-Men’s Society of Moderation. Shall we 
not have such an organization here? Will 
not our business men move in this matter, 
—not the men who never drink, for a tem- 
perance society of that sort is a misnomer, 
but the business men who do drink? If they 
will get together and pledge themselves not 
to drink in business hours, or not to treat 
other business men, or, better still, not to 
drink for a stated period, they can accom 


plish a great deal for temperance,—that. 


mtich-abused word, which does not mean 
total abstinence, but moderation. The ex- 
ample would be a healthy one for their 
clerks and employes. What prominent busi- 
ness man of Chicago has the courage to step 
forward and take the initiative in this great 
work of reform? If an honest, earnest 
effort were made it would not be long be- 
fore the rei, white, and blue pledges would 
be abundant in Chiengo. 


„ EMOTIONAL INSANITY. 

It would seem both from the nature of the 
disease (H and from precedent (as witness the 
trials of Sticks, Col, MCFARLAND, and the 
plea of Mr. Ino in the case of SrzVENs), 
that the only cure for emotional insanity is 
murder, and that this once committed, the 
insane murderer is ever afterwards sane. 

It has been equally apparent that in none 
of these cases has there been any evidence of 
predisposition to insanity, so that meither 
before nor after the emotional murder has the 
murderer been otherwise than sane. 

It would seem to be just as clearly set 
down“ by a class of criminal lawyers that emo- 
tional insanity, irrespective and in spite of all 
surrounding circumstances, is per se not simply 
the only, but the all-suflicient, plea for the 
murderer whose case is else entirely hopeless. 

It would also appear that the disease, in- 
stead of being confined to women, as one would 
expect, is, in the cases we have quoted, almost 
entirely confined to the legal profession,—a cir- 
enmstance singularly noticeable, since three out 
of four of these murderers who have pleaded 
emotional insanity were lawyers,—men little 
given to violent fits of emotion. 

That the only alleged cause for such insan- 
ity is wounded honor; and, strange enourh to 
be well worthy of noting, that in neither of 
these cases has it appeared that the gentlemen 
murderers were men remarkable for any par- 
ticular overpius of this commodity. On the 
contrary, if their reputation does not do them 
an injustice, they are rather remarkable for the 
want of it. | 

What is this new, this terrible, disease? 
Avoiding the technicalities which 4 description 
of moral insanities would necessitate, and ad- 
mitting the difficulty of making satisfactory 
definitions of mental diseases, let us try as best 
we may to find a definition of this alleged dis- 
ease. ye . 

Emotion, from emotie, is (u a philosophical 
sense an internal motion or agitation of the 
mind, which passes away without desire; when 
desire follows, the motion or agitation is called 
a passion.” If this definition is a fair one,—one 
that intelligent men in general accept,—then 
much, if not all, of the mythism surrounding 
the novel phrase emotional insanity is done 
away with. Emotion without desire” is 
emotion proper, but emotion with desire is 
passion,“ and passion active is, as we know, 
murderous enough. The more one looks at the 
evidence in these cases, the more one fails to 
find anything but murderous passion, the active 
desire to ayenge a wrong real or supposed. A 
moment’s reflection, however, reveals something 
beyond and entirely different from an emotion, 
—something beyond mere passion,—it reveals 
time to reflect, time to devise the plan, the hour, 
the manner of the victim’s death; time, if not 
to make the act one of premeditation, at least 
to raise the fearful question what time is requi- 
site to constitute premeditation where a man 
has determined to commit a murder. 

If, however, it be eontended that there was no 
premeditation in these cases, then mark what 
follows. Says Dr. WYMAN, so many years Phy- 
sician of the McLean Asylum for the insane 
in Charlestown, Mass.: “Insanity is some- 
times manifested bya sudden disposition to 
violence, and sometimes to great violence; but 
do not remember that I have seen any case 
where the first symptom was a disposition to 
kill.” Besides which, and as we know, a broad 
distinction is made by the law and the com- 
munity between the man who suddenly commits 
murder without cause, without motive, and 
without provocation, and another who has all 
three incentives.to crime, In addition, Beck 
well remarks: It is evidently impracticable to 
lay down a rule of exemption on the ground of 
insanity. That before we have com- 
pleted it we shall find that we have introduced 
the effects of violent passions aaa species of tem- 
porary insanity. The philosopher may justly 
deem them so, but the safety of civil society 
requires that they should be considered as 
crimes.”’ 

What shall be done with Sravens? For the 
law to condemn him, whilst the law has al- 
lowed, for the self-same offense, with the self 
same plea, Sticks, CoLs, and McFARLAND to 
escape punishment, would probably, to the 
many, seem unjust. Will the law,“ however, 
which, as we are told, “is the administration of 
justice, add another precedent for the plea of 
emotional insanity, and tous give absolute ex- 
emption to murderers,—tree license to every 
Sickirs, Col. McFaRLanpd, and Stevens? 


These are indeed grave questions, and concern 


every man and woman in the country. It is 
not for us, however, to discuss what the jury 
will in this case think properto do. This much, 
though, we may be permitted to premise: that 
there will not be a single juryman among those 
impaneled to try Stevens but who, on quitting 
the jury-box when the trial is over (should 
STEVENS be acquitted), will not both feel and 
fear that his own life is not as safe as it was be- 
fore the verdict, and that Ae has contributed to 
demoralize society. 

Is there no remedy, no preventive, no 
effectual or satisfactory way of dealing with 
these cases! Plainly there would seem to be. 
Maine enacted in 1847 “ that when any person 
is indicted for a criminal offense, or is com- 
mitted to jail on a charge thereof, . . . any 
Judge of the Court before which he is to be 
tried, when a plea of insanity is made in 
court, or he is notified that it will be made, 
may . . . order such person into the care 
of the Superintendent ot the Insane Hospital, 
to be detained and observed by him till the 
further order of the Court, that the truth or 
falsity of the plea may be ascertained.” 

New York in 1874 enacted laws which pro- 
vide for “an investigation of the sanity or in- 
sapity of the accused as a separate and inde- 
pendent proceeding from the trial of the m- 
dictment,” and after such preliminary investi- 
gation leave the question of the guilt or 
innocence of the accused to be tried by itself.”

Archie Fisher Deceived by a Bogus 
t from New 
York. 
All the Wheat He Sold Friday 
Bought Back Yesterday 
Without Loss. 


Everybody Happy Except the Little 
Fellows Who Were 
Froze Out.

The flurry in the wheat market is over. The 
deal is finished, and the military command, As 
you were,“ expresses the condition with more 
than tolerable accuracy. The telegram which 
raised the scare proves to have been a fraud. 
Keene repudiated the entire tranéaction. 
Fisher bought back the grain he had sold, and 
everybody is happy. No, not everybody. Many 
small operators, who had chosen the “long” 
side under the conviction that the steadily-in- 
creasing foreign consumption would advance 
the value of No. 2 spring to 81 about the open- 
ing of navigation, and had put up $10,000 or 
$15,000 as margins, found themselves thorough- 
ly cleaned out Friday noon. Many country- 
then, who became panic-stricken at the course 
of events the same day, rushed in 
wildly and ordered their brokers here 
to push things, under the delief, that 
the bottom had fallen outjand the Day of Jude- 
ment had arrived. They too were large losers. 
Who made the money? A few bears who had 
been constantly selling against the market ever 
since the consummation of the Keene purchase 
at the beginning of December. Some of them 
managed to whipsaw the deal. They filled their 
shorts at the decline, and immediately turned 
over to the bull side. These were the lucky 
ones, but their number was few. 

During the forenoon a Tribune reporter 
dropped into the office of J. K. Fisher & Co., to 
take a look at the situation, so far as the chief 
actor was concerned. ‘The scribe found him 
tilted up in a chair near the window, intently 
perusing Tos Trisune. Occasionally a puff 
of curling smoke arose from the eigar 
which he was carelessly smoking, and 
bis face orce in a while became wreatbed 
with a ficeting smile, as something of a humor- 
ous nature attracted his attention, The reporter 
watched him closely for several minutes, and in 
his actions could not discover anything tendin 
to indicate on the slightest decree that he st 
on the verge of making a loss of from 6200,000 to 
$250,000, He was as cool and collected as if he 
had just negotiated @ trade for 1,000,000 bushels 
of grain and his profit were assured. 

The reporter at last stepped up and intimated 
that bis leadépencil was eager for the fray. 

“Ive got no news to impart,’ said the genial 
Archie. 

„ But you can tell me if there be any truth in 
what Keene says; is that dispatch bogus!“ 

„Really, now, you must not ask me. Per- 
sonally I would like very much to let you know 
all about it, but it would not be fair to others 
who are interested with me.“ 

„That's all right, of course; but what about 
Keene’s statement. Is it substantially true!“ 

„That's a leading question.“ 

„Why, no, not at all.“ 

“Now, don’t ask me any more questions. 
There are other parties beside myself interested 
in this matter, and J really can't say anything 
about it.“ 

On the early call the market was active and 
considerably excited, with a rather nervous feel- 
ing. Opinions differed. Some thought that 
Keene’s statement was the true one, and 
that Fisher would be obliged to buy back 
all the wheat he bad sold. These looked around 
for pointers. The brokers were baying in a 
small way, and none of them gave the least in- 
dication that they were under Archie’s orders. 
David Dows & Co., Baker & Co., W. 8. Linn, 
John T. Lester, and others were purchasing quite 
freely, and it-was generally believed that they 
were cither filling shorts made at the bieher 
range OF two days ago, or were buying on East- 
ern gnd export otders. The market opened at 
abotit 93i¢¢ for April deliveries and sold up fo 
94c, with the bulk of the transactions at 9354 
94c. Once Archie made his appearance in the 
pit, and, waving a telegram in his hand, offered 
‘+ 5,000,000 bu at 95¢ on a bogus telegram.’? The 
propesition was received with shouts of laugh- 
ter, in the midst of which he disappeared. 

THE REGULAR \SESSION OPENED VERY FIRM 
at 93%c, and under the influence, of more favor- 
able repofts by able the market steadily 
stiffened until the ticker indicated that 9% 4c had 

een realized. It was observed that the same 
parties who had purchased so largely-on the call 
were still filling up their cards, and taking 
everything offered until the last-named figure 
was reached, when they seemed to lose ali in- 
terest in the deal, and refused to foljow it any 
further. ‘The bulls, finding that they could not 
force prices any higher, dropped their horns for 
the time being, and the market receded to 
9141¢(@94%4c, at which the large export 
buyers again took hold, and the mar- 
ket once more rallied a fraction, closing 
very firm at 94%c. During the deal Archie 
Fisher strolled leisurely into the pit and inquir- 
ed for a few car-loads of gilt-edged receipts. 
He was soon accommodated, and those who 


closely watched him failed to discern that he had, 


any interest whatever in the noise and bustle 
going on in the option crowd. What be wanted 
with car-load lots, gilt-edged at that, was a mys- 
tery. ‘They certainly had no connection with the 
Keene deal, and he must have received an order 
from acountry miller. 

Throughout the entire regular session the 
deal was just as much of a mystery as it was 
the day before. ' 
pinned their faith to the story of the bogus dis- 
patch and Keene’s denial, but all this while 
they wondered what Fisher was doing. He must 
protect himself, they reasoned, and why not 
now? They looked over the field to discover 
what prominent brokers were doing, but 
there was nary a sign. Others who believed 
that the Keene wheat had been honestly 
dropped, and took no stock whatever in the 
Keene denial, wondered why the throwing of 
three millions of wheat on the market did not 
break it down to at least 90 cents. The only 
reasonable explanation that suited on this case 
was the fact that the shippers and exporters be- 
lieyed the proverty to be cheap at the prices 
ruling, and purchased to fill orders which had 
been lying here unfilled for some time. 

There were others who still adbered to the 
story that a Jocal syndicate had been formed in 
conjunction with some prominent houses in 
New York, and that they had agreed to break 
the market, squeeze out the small “ longs,’’ and 
then rush things for all they were worth. It is 
obvious that these parties took no stock what- 
ever in Keene, Keene’s wheat, or Keene’s tele- 


grams. 

About 8 e’clock it became whispered, in asort 
of ehind-the-door style, that Dows & Co. and 
Baker & Co. had given up Fisher as the princt- 
pal in all their transactions of the day. As the 


news spread, the fellows who kuew it all aud

It is also remembered that he 
made the great bulk of his fortune in mining 
stock speculations in California, and those who 
have given this branch of trade any particu- 
lar attention know perhaps too well that the 
mantpulators of mining stocks are up to all 
sorts of tricks, and are not overscrupulous as to 
the means employed te make a trick. For this 
reason Keene’s assertion that the dispatch on 
which Fisher operated was a forgery had com- 
peratively little weight. The bulk of the oper- 
ators implicitly believed that his statement was 
for ulterior purposes, aud when he proposed to 
offer a reward for the detection of the perpetra- 
tor of the fraud, they shook their beads and 
said ‘‘gammon.’’

New York, March 8.—The Chicago wheat 
transactions of yesterday had littie effect upon 
prices here to-day. James R Keene did noth- 
ing in wheat, bolding aloof as he claims to have 
done ever since he completed his large pur- 
chases in the West, where he is believed to hold 
about 6,000,009 bushels. In regard to the al- 
leged forgery telegraphed to J. K. Fisher & Co., 
there were no new disclosures to-day. Mr. 


Keene left word with one of his brokers that ho 
would give $10,000 for the detection and convic- 
tion of the sender of the dispatch, which reads 


-as follows: 


New York, March 6.—/J. X. Fisher & Co., 
Chicago: Sell whatever wheat, March or April, 
market will take without declining more than 
three cents. (Signed) KEENE. 
This dispatch was the chief topic of codversa- 
tion at the Produce Exchange. Two opinions 
prevailed regarding the transaction. Mr. Keene 
and those interested with him declare the mes- 
sage aforgery. ‘‘ lam as positive it is a forgery 
as I am that 1 Know my own name,“ said one 
of Mr. Keene’s brokers. ‘Mr. Keene vever 
sends such a message as that except in cipher. 
There is no desire on his part to unioad yet, 
Our export call for wheat is enormous, the 
largest we have had for years; and Mr. Keene 
expects he can sell this spring at from $1.15 to 
$1.25a bushel.” Another of his brokers de- 
clared that Mr. Keene had never received or sent 
a dispatch concerning his grain operations ex- 
cept in cipher; that the message was the work of 
a —.— of large dealers in Chicago, and Keene 
will ferret them out. 

The Tunes says that, notwithstanding these 
positive assertions, there is an opinion 
among business men and grain merchants 
that the whole thing is a farce, and 
nobody knows better who wrote the dispatch 
than Keene himself. They laugh at the talk of 
torgery, and the asserted offer of a reward. It 
is significant, they say, that although a reward 
is loudly talked about, it has not as yet been 
actually offered. Keene, according to men who 
have closely watched his recent operations, 
might have hada dozen different reasons for 
wishing to sell his enormous amount of wheat, 
The theory most generally considered correct 
is that Keene desired to unload,“ provided 
the market would stand it. To test the market, 
and at the same time put whatever loss 
that might come udon other than his own 
shoulders, the great speculator arranged to 
have the message sent to Fisher & Co. in such 
a way that, if it seemed best for his own in- 
terests, be could repudiate the order as a forged 
one, and let Fisher & Co. get out of it as best 
mey could. The head of the Chicago firm 
being now in Europe, the junior partner acted 
upon the order without sufficiently careful ex- 
aminatiog, and began to sell as directed, 
The test“ went on until it became 
evident that wices were going too 
low to suit Keene’s ideas of profit, 
and then it was discovered that Fisher & Co. 
were acting under a forged order. 

On the other side ft is stated that Mr. Keene 
telegraphed J. K.

He 
was confident that an international sense of 
justice would soon compel England to concede 
to the Irish people the right of seif-goveroment 
for which they have so long contended in vain. 

Miss natie McPhelem, on behalf of the Irish- 
American ladies of Chicago, then read the fol- 
lowing address: 

Honored Sir; On behalt of your countrywomen of 
Chicago we bid you a cordial welcome to our city. 
We congratulate you upon your release from bond- 
age, where you suffered for love of Ireland, and, 
with allthe generous warmth which is natural to 
the hearts of your countrywomen, we offer our 
thanks and blessings to the God of Freedom 
and to those whom He made worthy to be the m- 
struments of your deliverance to the land of your 
adoption. We weep to contemplate the sacrifices 
of eur sons for our country; we are clated with 
joy when the world has proof that Irish mothers 
have not suckled ‘* willing slaves.” 

Youjdrew the eword when your adopted country 
was in peri), and victory crowned the Union and 
the Flag; you were unwilling to sheathe it until 
you offered it for Ireland; thus like a true Celt 
have vou proved yourself worthy of Ireland, of 
America, and of our race.

There were, however, afew who thought it 
probably that the whole thing had been cut and 
dried beforeband, and that all the open tele- 
graphing and the repudiation of the same by the 
parties concerned was but part of the plan which 
had been got up for the purpose of befogying 
the commercial public. Several mdividuals of- 
fered to wager large amounts on the statement 
that no such telegrams had been sent by any 
one. Some of the more thinking ones rather 
considered than entertained the theory that 
Fisher had been selling for other parties who 
wished to bear the market, and chose him be- 
cause they expected that the public would jump 
to the conclusion that he was seliing the Keene 
wheat, when he was really doing nothing of the 
kind. The manner in which Fisher effected his 
sales was regarded as proof that he had re- 
ceived orders to push things downward. 
Such a course would involve a severe loss if 
that were the whole of the plan. But it is not 
impossible that the same master hand gave in- 
structions -to other brokers to buy in all 
the wheat that was offered; in which case there 
would be little lossin the transaction beyond 
brokerage fees, and a few stray fives that would 
be caught on the fly from among parties outside 
the deal. It is certain that two or three promi- 
nent firms bought very largely here during 
Friday and Saturday, and bought so freely as to 
give color to the belief that they knew what they 
were doing, and not simply taking the chances. 
Some of these purchases were made to fill 
orders that had previously been limited below 
the market; but there is room for the supposi- 
tion that a good deal of the wheat was bought 
for the man or men on whose account the same 
was being sold. 

There was a revival of confidence Saturday, 
and the market was steady to an extent that is 
surprising in view of the uncertainty attending 
it, Wheat advanced 2½ % and closed 14%@2c 
higner than on Friday evening, the range of the 
market having been about 2c. 

In the afternoon it was reported that Wail 
street is entirely out of the wheat deal, and that 
prominent firms here and in New York were 
buying to prepare for the “continental de- 
mand,” which they see will be more vigorous 
this spriag than ever before. A counter rumor 
was als started to the effect that Keene’s 
broker had quietly bought up through others a 
large part of the wheat he sold out during 
Friday.

THE FASHIONS, 
SPRING BONNETS, 
Harper's Dose. 

The large bonnets to be introduced with the 
first warm days of spring are not the flaring 
coronet shapes lately worn to frame the face and 
surround it as with a balo. The new wide 
brims extend forward as well as upward, and 
begin to widen at the point where they first 
leave the crown, just as the old-time scoops and 
poke-bonnets did. This widened brim is faced 
inside with shirred satin or with smooth dark 
velvet, or else with the daintiest india muslin; 
this facing begins an inch or less from the edge 
of the fine braid, which is left bare, and has no 
wire in it, and the extreme edge of the facing is

The 
velvet facing also leayes a bare edge of the un- 
wired brim, and this edge is sometimes double 
of the braid. With the red, green, or black vel- 
vet facing the outside of the bonnet will bave 
some cream-colored satin laid in irregular folds 
or loops down the right side of the crown, while 
on the left is a single long thickly eurled ostrich 
piume of the same shade; this may begin below 
the crown and curl up the left side to the satin 
on the top, or else it may begin at the top and 
hang straight downward. Still other hats with 
garnet velvet facing have simply two 
long cream-yellow plumes beginniag de- 
low the crown and curling up to the 
top, thus surrounding it. To dispose 
these plumes gracefully, to prevent the satin 
fold and loops from looking stiffly regular, and 
to have the facing “smooth, are necessary items 
that are not as easily done as would seem ata 
glance. The large long-looped bows are now 
worn further back on the bonn2t, behind a 


' wreath or branch of large flowers thick)y clus- 


tered, or else they are quite in the middle of the 
crown. The white bonnets are made especially 
dressy by the doubled strings of Breton lace. 
In the smaller cottage bonnets the face is trim- 
med like those described, and the crown is sur- 
rounded by a close wreath of flowers, or of 
moss, or of foliage, or else the three feathers of 
the Prince of Wales are used with some loosely 
knotted satin ribbon. 

Among the new ornaments are straw beads 
strung in fringes and in patterns as galloon. 
The tinsel galloous are also shown in colors 
dusted with silver or with gold. Brazilian 
beetles are mounted on brooches or in sprays, 
with gilt setting to ornament the brocades of 

een-blue shades, and also the white chip or 

raid bonnets. ‘The white crystals are brilliant 
in silvered oon, Me, buckles, brooches, cres- 
cents, and bees. jet ornaments for black 
lace bonnets are the handsomest yet imported, 
and will be largely used again. For the inside 
of a close cottage-shaped black lace bonnet is a 
row of graduated jet — 8 larger to- 
ward the middle, that wo answer very well 
for a necklace, vet makes a very pretty coronet. 
To bind theedge other brims are biack net 
galloons embroidered with jet beads, while for 
the outside of the crown are large butterflies of 
jet, crescents, leaves, and rings. The ornaments 
made of feathers have been described. 

Brocaded ribbons are shown in Japanese de- 
signs delicately tinted, and so artistically done 
that they look like water-color paintings. These 
are beautiful on the Tuscan hats for the water- 
ing-places. 

ustic straw bonnets, to be worn with morn- 
ing and tr. veling suits, show two or three bright 
colors mingled with the black or brown braid 
that forms the greater part of the bonnet. For 
country use are yellow straws with satin-like 
lustre, trimmed with brocaded red and yellow 
rauze ribbon, forming an Alsatian bow behind a 

unch of scarlet poppies. 

The black nei bounets are most often all 
black, with jet ornaments, jet feathers, and 
black Breton lace fur trimmings; the material 
of the bonnet is Brussels net of very smal! 
meshes, without dots. laid smoothly over the 
frame. When colors are used on them, they are 
new tea shaues, old-gold embroidery, white or 
Prince of Wales red. For black chip bonnets a 
pretty model from Tuvee’s has the flaring brim 
ined with black satin, on which is laid quite 
smoothiy black lace embroidered with old-gold 
silk to represent leaves. Outside are folds of 
black satin laid carelessly around the left side 
of the crown, while at the top of the right is a 
group of four very small black tips, from whic) 
bangs a long black plume down to the shoulder. 

Tne combination.of colors most seen is that 
of dark red with cream-color; this arrangement 
ig as popular ior the blondes as for the bru- 
nettes, by whom it was originally used. The 
pale Sevres blue is used with tea-coior, and to 
these is sometimes added Jacqueminot red in 
the way of roses or buds not quite blown. The 
gendarme blue looks well with redor withcream- 
color in brocades. A graceful round hat of

Another style shows floral designs cov- 
ering the satin ground of carnations, 
branching foliage, and wucat ears. Anew crape- 
finished foulard comes in sage, olive wood, and 
bronze grounds, over which drift vines, leaves, 
and blossoms in silk effects.

OLD TRINITY. 
HISTORY OF THE FAMOUS BROADWAY CHURCH. 
> New york Sun. 

This is the prelude to the story of the great 
property of Trinity Church: In 1636, Roelof 
Jansen, who had been assistant superintendent 
of farms at Rennselaerwick, obtained from the 
Datch Director-General and Governor, Wouter 
Van Twiller, a grant of thirty-one morgend, or 
sixty-two acres, of land on Manhattan Island, a 


_ little to the north of Fort Amsterdam. On the 


city map to-day the grant would cover a section 
beginning south of Warren street, extending on 
Broadway to Duane, and thence northwesterly a 
mile anda halt to Christopher street, forming 
an unequal triangle with its base on North 
River. Soon after the grant, Jansen, or Jans, 
died, leaving a wife and four children. In 1688, 
the widow, Anetje Jans, married Dominie 
Everardus Bogardus, and her farm became 
the Dominie's Bouwerie.”’ Possibly, if 
Van Twiller could have foreseen this trans- 
fer, he would not have made the grant to 
Jans. The new Governor and the new domi- 
nie were fellow-passengers te Manhattan in 
1638 in the ship Soutberg, but after their arrival 
they did not harmonize. The Governor re- 
sented the dominie’s interference in public 
affairs. Beogardus in his pulpit called Van 
Twiller “a child of Satan,” which so incensed 
him that he never acain darkened the dominie’s 
door. In 1647, Bogardus sailed forjhome with 
William Kieft, who had been Govérnor since 
1638, and now was superseded by Peter Stuy- 
vesant. The ship was wrecked on the coast of 
Wales, and Bogardus, Kieft, and seventy-eight 
other passengers were lost. In 1664, by the En- 


glish occupation, New Amsterdam became New | 


York, and Col. Richard Nicolls was Governor. 
The Jans grant had been confirmed to his heirs 
soon after the death of Bogardus; but in 1671 
the heirs sold the property to Col. Francis Love- 
lace, who succeeded Nicolls as Governor in 1668. 
At this sale ane of the heirs failed to be present, 
but Lovelace consilered his title good enough, 
and he bought the Bouwerie for his private prop- 
erty, not for the Crown. On July 29, 1673,while 
Lovelace was away on a pleasure tour. five 
Dutch ships sailed up the bay, anchored off the 
Battery, and cannonaded the city. Capt. Colve, 
witb men landed, and the fort soon surren- 
dered. When Lovelace returned he was per- 
mitted to sail for England, where he was severe- 
ly reprimanded for cowardice and treachery. 

‘he peace between England and the States Gen- 
eral, 1674, restored New York, and one of the 
first acts of the pew Governor, Sir Edmund 
Andros, was to confiscate the estate of Lovelace 
to the Duke of York. he Jans-Bogardus 
Bonwerie was thus incorporated into what was 
called the Duke’s farm, the King’s farm (when 
the Duke of York became James II., and also 
under William and Mary), and the Queen's farm 
under Anné, in whose reign it was transferred 
to Trinity Church. 

The prelude explains and disvoses of the 
Auetje Jans claims in connection with the prop- 
erty of the corporation; and now properly be- 
gins the history of Trinity Church, especially in 
respect ot its wealth, how its means were ac- 
quired, and how they have been and are dis- 
pensed. Immediately after the Dutch surren- 
der of the colony, the English Church service 
was first eclebrated in this city, Sept. 14, 1664, 
by the Chaplain of the English fokces, the Dutch 
permitting me use of their church after their 
own morning service; and for some years the 
two congregations used the same chapel, which 
was in the fort near the Battery. In 1678-80 
the Rev. Charles Woolev, a graduate of 
Emanuel College, Cambridge, in 1677, was Chap- 
lain of the English garrison, and a journal of 
the time says: We went at noon to hear the 
English minister, whose services took place 
after the Dutch church was out. There were 
not above twenty-five or thirty people in the 
church,“ which was a good congregation, for 
the entire ulation of the city was then only 
2.500. In 1 7, a church was built where 
Trinity now stands, and in 1697, the fifth year 
of the reign of William and Mary, by an act of 
the Assembly, approved and ratified by the Gov- 
ernor of the Province, a Royal grant was made 
of “a certain church and steeple lately built in 
the City of New York, together with a piece or 
parcel of ground adjoining thereunto, being in 
or near to astreet Without the north gate of 
the city, commonly called and known by the 
name of the Broad Way.“ The name given to 


the church in the original charter was the same 


ft bears to-day, ‘‘ The Parish of Trinity Church.” 
The wardetis and vestrymen appointed under 
this charter included Col. Caleb Heathcote, an 
ancestor of the late Bishop Delancey, and such 
names as Morris, Clarke, Read, Burroughs, Wil- 
son, and Ludlow, familiar in this city now. The 
edifice was built by assessments and subscrip- 
tions, mostly small, from £1 to £5; Gov. 
Fletcher gave £25; Chidlay Brook, Esq., £30; 
‘and Col. Peter Schuyler subscribed 45, to be 
paid in boards.“ In a subsequent separate sub- 
scrintion to build the steeple, in a total sum of 
4318, £5 18. 3d. was a “ contribution from the 
Jews.” In i704, Sarah Knight, of Boston, kept 
a journal of her visit here, and she says of New 
York people: They are generally of the Church 
of England., and have a New England gentle- 
man for their minister, and a very fine church, 
‘get out with all customary requisites.’’ This 
New England getitieman was the Rev. William 
Vesey, for whom Vesey street was named. He 
was educated at Harvard, and was a Dissenting 
preacher, but was appointed Rector provided 
he should he admitted to holy orders,’’ aud he 
went to England &nd was ordained. His first 
service in Trinity was March 13, 1695, and be 
was Rector nearly fiftv yéare till his death on 
July 11, 1746. At first bis salary was £100, with 
£26 allowance for house rent, and afterward the 
Easter Communion offerings and 24s. from the 
weekly collections were allowed him. The clerk 
and-sexton were paid from fees for christenings, 
marriages, funerals, and bel!-ringings. 

In 1705, in the reign of Queen Anne, a grant 
was made to the corporation of Trinity Church, 
by deed patent signed by Lord Cornbury, then 
Governor of the Province, of ' the tragt called 
the Queen’s farm, lying on the west side of 

'Mannahata Island,’’ extending from what now 
is Vesey street northwardly along the river to 
Skinner road, now Christopher street. This 
tract meluded the con Lovelace land 
bought from the Jans-Bogardus heirs. It was 
literally a farm then and ot no great value,—the 
city, with less than 5.500 population, was wholly 
below Wall street, —and in its first year’s owner- 
ship the church let the entire farm to George 
Ryerse for £35. In 1737, the church, originally 
a small, square building, was enlarged 143 
teet length by seventy-two feet breadth, with a 
steele 175 feet big.

In 1774 New York was a prosperous place of 
some 22,000 population. 2 that 2 John 
Adams, on his way to the Congress in Philadel- 
phia, stopped here, and the stiuple, minded Bos- 
tonian, never before berond the limits of New 
England, was much impressed, as his diary 
records, by “ the opulence and splendor of the 
eity.“ But troublous times soon came, and first 
to the Church of Eugland clergymen, who were 
loyalists. Ou April 14, 1876, Washington arrived 
in the city, and took command of the American 
army, which, with his reinforcements, num 
bered 10,285 men. Dr. Auchmyty was in New 
Jersey, and his assistant, the Rev. Charles 
log was notified that Washington would be 
at Trinity on Sunday, and would be glad if 
the prayers for the King and Royai family were 
omitted,’’ but inglis paid no to it. Not 
long after, while he was offici g, a company 
of 150 men entered the church, drums beating, 
fifes ‘playing, and with loaded guns and fixed 
bayonets. Ihe congregation was terrified, and 
several women fainted. It was feared that 
when Mr. Inglis read the collects for the King 
and Royal family he would be fired at, but he 
went on with the service as usual, and was un- 
uest of the 
members of the church he consented to preach 
on May 17, appointed by ngress as a day of 
fasting and prayer, but he made peace and re- 
pentance his subject, and disclaimed having any- 
thing to do with politics.“ At length it was 
thought expedient, by such of the vestry as re- 
mained in town, to shut up the churches. 
On Sept. 15 the King’s troops returned. 
Six days afterward a fire de- 
stroyed about one-fourth of the city, 
including Trinity Church, its rectory, its two 
charity school-houses, the whole costing £22,200, 
besides the loss to the corporation of £536 an- 
nual rent of 246 lots, on which the terants’ 
buildings were burnt. Poor wr. Auchmuty 
forced his way back on foot and at night, 
through the lines, and raked the rubbish of the 
ruins, but found nothing valuable except the 
church plate and hisown. The registers of bap- 
tisms, marriages, and burials from the founda- 
tion of the parish were destroyed, and much 
family history was thus lost. Dr. Auchmuty 
preached his last sermon in St. Paul's, and two 


days after feli sick and died March 4, 1777. He 


was buried in the chancel of St., Paul's, and was 
succeeded as Rector of Trinity parisb, March 20, 
by the Rey. Charles Inglis, who resigned Nov. 1, 
1783, just before the evacuation of the city by 
the British troops, and afterwards became Bish- 
op of Nova Scotia. He was a loyalist to the 
last, and one of the last loyalists in Trinity 
parish. 

In 1889 Trinity Church was pulled down, and 
the present splendid structure was begun by 
the architect, Mr. Richard Upjonn. It was com- 
pleted in seven vears, at a cost, all told, inciud- 
ing clock, chimes, and organ, of $358,629.94, — 
probably less than one-half the sum that would 
be required to build such a eburch now. It was 
consecrated on Ascension Day, May 21, 1846, by 
Bishop McCoskry, of Michigan, and the proves- 
sion, which included more than 150 Doctors of 
Divinity in surplices, started from Bunker's, 
which was then (it sounds queerly enough now) a 
fashionable hotel at No. 90 Broadway. Among 
the many old citizens present was Joho P. Gro- 
sbon, who attended the opening of St. Paul’s in 
1766, and, strauger still, in the audience was Mrs. 
Ann Livingston, who was at the consecration of 
the second edifice, and was baptized in the first. 
The reredos, erected in 1877 by Mr. John Jacob 
Astor and his brother, William, as a memorial 
to their father, cost them about $50,000, and at 
the same time the corporation expended some 
$40,000 in redecorating the chancel and buildi 
new robing-roomsin the rear. Trinity Chapel: 
in Twenty-fifth street, built in 1851-'56, cost $230,- 
000. St. Chrysostom’s Chapel, in Thirty-ninth 
street, built in 1860, cost for land $38,000 and 
buildings $60,000. St. Augustine's, in Houston 
street, consecrated Nov. 30, 1877, cost $260,000; 
and to build this fine church the corporation 
borrowed £200,000—its 1 = debt to-day. St. 
Cornelius, on Governor’s Island, which Trinity 
has supported since 1868, and supplied with a 
clergyman, who also acts as post chaplain, is in- 
cluded in the chapels of the corporation. 

In the early history of the parish it was itself 
in need of assistance, but almost as soon as its 
property became productive it began to give it 
away. Since 1745 its gifts to other churches, in 
money, lots, communion 12 fonts, pulpits, 
Carpets, bells, and everything that can enter 
into the coustruction and decoration of 
churches, are innumerable, At one time it gave 
£200 toward ground for a negro cemetery. In 
1786 it granted three lots in Robinson street 
(now Park place) for the use of the senior pas- 
tors of the Presbyterian congregations in the 
city. Besides the grants already noted to Co- 
lumbia College aml St. George’s Church, it 
granted in 1 98 to St. Mark’s, built on land 
given by the Stuyvesants, besides some $20,000 
iu money, lots estimated thirty years ago to be 
worth $131,000; to Grace Church, in 180411, 
$120,000; Christ Church, $75,000; St. Thomas’, 
$32,300; St. Luke’s, $56,800; Ah Saints’, $31,- 
500; Ascension, $15,500; St. Phillip’s, $18,000; 
and to churckes, colleges, and what not, all 
over the State and elsewhere, loans, gifts, and 
grants, which, in 1547, were estimated at 82, 
000,000. The corporation was then cumbered 
witb a debt of $440,000, and as most of its lots 
had been leased out at an early period at mere 
nominal rents, the annual revenwe from 
ground-rénts, pew-rents, and all other sources 
had never in any one year up to that time 
reached $58,000. The building of Trintty Chapel 
carried the debt of the corporation up co $668,- 


000. In 1857 the deficits in reyenue for ten 


years amounted to $273,597.35, ald in the same 
time the corporation had contributed and given 
away outside of the parish 58288, 141.05. The def- 
icits were met by the sale of real estate and the 
consequent consumption of the principal. Gen. 
John A. Dix, a vestryman since 1349, anda 
Warden and the Comptroller of the corpora- 
tion since 1876, was, the first to suggest 
measures to put a stop to the genera! 
giving away of everything to everybody. In 
1868 the gale of St. John’s Park to the Hudson 
River Railway Company, and at about the 
same time the falling in of the Astor and 
Lispeuard leases, enabied Trinity to wipe out 
its debt. 

The property of the corporation, which com- 
mon rumor makes cover pretty much the whole 
of lower New York, west of Broadway, and to 
be worth from seventy to one hundred millions, 
consists actually of 750 lots, which, in 1877, 

ielded an income of $456,786.45, less than the 
egal interest on $7,000,000, and the whole pvrop- 
erty, except the ground occupied by seven 
churches, four sclioolhouses, four cemeteries, a 
rectory, an infirmary, and a few vacant lots, was 
productive. In 1878 the income was a little less, 
The corporation is about to pull down a large 
building ou the corner of King and Greenwich 
streets, and erect tenement houses on the site. 
For this purpose it will borrow money, as it now 
sells no löts, except in very rare instances, to 
accommodate adjacent owners who wish to 
enlarge their premises. Occasionally tenants 
have oid houses which they negiect and let 
go to ruin, and these sometimes the corpora- 
tion buys and puts in order to be rented. 

Out of its revenue, say $450,000, the corpora- 
tion pays city taxes, which in 1877 were more 
than $100,000, besides considerable assessments. 
It wholly supports its seven churches, of which 
three are entirely free, two nearly free, and of 
the jew pews rented in Trinity the highest 
brings but $85 a year, Besides its own church- 
es, schools, infirmary, and sundry charities and 
societies, it supports wholly or in part eighteen 
taore churches in the city, the principal of which 
are St. Luke's, in Hudson street, which is al- 
lowed $10,000 a year, and All Saints’, at the 
corner of Henry and Scammel streets, which 
draws $6,000 a year. The total of such allow- 
ances outside of the parish amounted in 1877 to 
$47,660.19, and in 1878 to $44,971.22. Its in- 
firmary costs $7,200, and beds at St. Luke’s 
Hospital $2,000 a year. The corporation ex- 
pends its entire revepue in purposes for which 
the trust for its foundation was designed, and 
does not hoard one dollar. 


JOHN HENRY NEWMAN, 
BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH OF THE NEWLY-CREATED 
CARDINAL. ' 
New York Herald. 

The official list of the Cardinals to be created 
at the next Consistory includes, as we are in- 
formed by a telegram from Rome dated March 
5, the name of Dr. Newman. The elevation of 
Father Newman to the rank of a Prince of the 
Roman Catholic Church is an event which has 
long been expected. It is a deserved tribute to 
rare persooal merit and exquisite literary at- 
tainments. By this step Pope Leo XIII. has 
proved himself superior to the trammeis which 
the Ultramontanes have sought to impose upon 
him, and England has gained a second resident 
Cardinal, who, like his colleague, Cardinal Man- 
ning, belongs to the highest type of the aristoc- 
racy of worth and intellect. 

Father Newman is the elder brother of the 
distinguished Prof. Francis Wiliam Newman, 
late of University College, who, after along se- 


cession from Christianity in any form, has late- 
a devout member of the Unitarian 


being of French Huguenot destent. They were 
born in London, the elder on Feb. 21, 1801, the | 


younger in 1805. They were educated together 
at, Ealing school, and were both graduates of 
Oxford University, though not at the same time 
nor at the same college. Jobn Henry Newman 
graduated with classical honors at Trinity in 
1820, having gained a competitive scholar- 
ship in 1818. He was elected a fel- 
low of Oriel im 1822, and, having taken 
orders in the Church of Eogiand in 1824, was 
chosen the following year Vice-Principal of St. 
Alban's Hall, Oxford, the Principal being Dr. 
Richard Whately, afterward Archbishop of Dub- 
lin. Mr. Newman was much influenced by Dr. 
Whately. whom he aided in prevaring for the 
press his ‘‘ Dialogues on Logic.” From 1826 to 
1831 Newman was an active and efficient tutor 
of Trinity College, and in 1828 he became in- 
cumbent of St. Mary’s Church, Oxford, where 
his preaching soon exerted a powerful influence 
upon the younger members ot the University, 
and is still remembered as the principal factor 
in the rise of the Tractarian”’ or English 
Catholic” movement, which is usually dated 
from tbe year 1833, though the same iafluences 
had been at work for several years before. It 
was in December, 1882, that Mr. Newman, being 
at Rome with his friena Hurrell Froude, was 
forcibly impressed with the idea that the great 
mission of his life was to combat skepticism in 
religion, and it was on his journey homeward 
that he wrote (Jan. 16, 1833) his beautiful hymn, 

Lead, kindly light, amid the encircling doom, 
which is so highly prized by Christians of every 
denomination. On his return to Oxford Mr. 
Newman became actively engaged with Hugh 
Rose, Keble E. B. Pusey, and the late Hurrell 
Froude (elder brother of the historian) in a well 
concerted “Anglo-Catholic” movement, of 
which he was the real head. The celebrated 
“Tracts for the Times,” commenced in 1533, 
were due to his suggestion, and the most 
effective of the series, including the last and 
most famous, ‘‘ Tract No. 90,” were written by 
him. At the requost of Hugh Rose, Mr. New- 
man undertook to write a history of the Catb- 
olic Church Councils, as the first volumes of a 
projected theological library, and the first part 
part of this work appeared in 1833, with the 
title “The Arians of the Fourth Century.” 
In 1834 his theological opinions led to a rupture 
of his long friendship and association with Dr. 
Whately. In the succeeding years Dr. New- 
man’s pen was very active. He published, 
among other works, “Lectures on Romanism 
and Popular Protestantism” (1837), The 
Church of the Fathers” (1340), eight volumes 
of Parochial Sermons 4), an Es- 
say on the Miracles of the Middle 
Ages” (1843), an “Anno Translation 
of St. Athanasius” (1842-48), and “‘ Sermons 
on the Theory of Religious lief (1844). In 
1842 his divergences from his associates in the 
Anglo-Catholic movement became so marked 
that he quit Oxford: and established at Littie- 
more an ascetic community on a medieval model, 
and thenceforth he tended rapidly toward Ca- 
tholicism. 

This is not the place to give the history of Dr. 
Newman’s conversion to the Roman Catholic 
communion, which was consdmmated in Octo- 
ber, 1845, when he was ordamed a priest and ap- 
pongo the head of the Oratory of St. Philip 

eri, at Birmingham. In 1854 he was appoint- 
ed Rector of the newly-founded Catholic uni 
versity at Dublin, but resigned that post in 
1858. Subsequently be established a school for 
the children of the Catholic entry at Edgbas- 
ton, near Birmingham, where’ be has since re- 
sided. In December, 1877, Father Newman was 
made an Honorary Fellow of Oriel College, Ox- 
ford. Among bis many works of later years 
are the celebrated Development of Christian 
Doctrine (1846); two novels—“ Loss and 
Gain” and “ Callista”’; “ Lectures and Es- 
says on University Subjects ” (1859); ““ Apologia 
Probita Sua (1804), being an autobiographical 
history of his religious opinions; a volume of 
poems (1868), a Grammar of Assent ’’ (1870), 
and a Letter to the Duke of Norfolk on Mr. 
Gladstone’s Expostulation“ (1875), a work 
which producei a profound effect. It is under- 
stood that Dr. Newman more than once declined

it is distinctly matter for regret. It is a pity 
that the greatest Englishman since the Refor- 
mation who has shared the faith of Wolsey, 
Fisher, and Pole should not inherit their man- 
tle. No doubt the Sacred College would 
have gained far more honor than it 
could give dy receiving him among its 
members; and this circumstance, of course, 
must make his decision doubly regrettable to 
those who are jealous for the credit of a body 
which found room for the intellect of a Cullen 
and the piety of an Antonelli, while Rosmini, 
Dupanlounp, and Darboy were studiousiy ex- 
cluded from the charmed circle. There would 
have been something congruous in seeing the 
man whose old college at Oxford has unani- 
mously evrolled his name, thongh an alien from 
his former creed, among her honorary fellows, 
also enrolled in that Sacred College which for 
many centuries held the highest rank in the 
communion to which he has transferred his bril)- 
iant services. And when we think of other 
names inscribed where his is omitted, it is diffi- 
cult to reflect without a smile ora sigh on the 
capricious distribution of human titles and dig- 
nities. Dr. Newman’s fame, indeed, needs uo 
tinsel gilding, and to himselt personally such 
external adjuncts will be a matter of less than 
indifference. But it is well at least that he 
should not have been suffered to pass away 
without an offer of the highest distinction his 
Church had to bestow, and well that Leo XIII. 
ee have had the wisdom and the courage to 
offer it. 


THE CATHOLIC CLERGY. 

SORDID AMBITION AND PETTY JEALOUSY. 

„Catholicus,“ a correspondent of the New 
York Herald, contributes the following on the 
internal troubles of the Cburch in this country: 

First let me say mat the self-de- 
nial and suffering of the early missionaries have 
few imitators in the present generation, and too 
often nowadays the young pricst may be openly 
heard exulting in the wealth and numbers of the 
parish to whicn he has succeeded. Never will 
you hear these young clergymen speak of the 
number of souls they bave a chance of saving. 
To this degrading woridliness is added a sordid- 
ness of ambition and a petty jealousy difficult to 
conceive without intimate knowledge. No Lieu- 
tenant in the army is more anxious for bis 
‘step’ than many of the young assistants, and 
if by any chance a talented clergyman is adopt- 
ed to the diocese from another diocese or 
another country, the stir among these young 
priests is the reverse of edifying. Indignation- 
meetings are held by them, and the authorities 
are petitioned against the new comer being 
allowed to take precedence of them. 

A great source of many of the troubles in 
the Catholic Church in America ts the fact that 
there is no canon law in this country. The 
Ordinary of the diocese is the law to his priests. 
An effort was made—a feeble one, it is 
true—to remedy this at the last Council 
of Baltimore. Very little was dove in 
the way of grantin rights or privi- 
leges to pastors or assistants. The reason is 
very plain. The Council consisted of the Epis- 
copate and their theologians (who all expect to 
become Bishops) as well as the beads of the reg- 
ular orders. by the first two divisions of the 
Council did next to nothing ma be surmised, 
and, as the regular Orders have no need of canon 
law, their constitutions being their canons, they 
did not interest themselves in what did not im- 
mediately concern them, 

„What the Council actually did in the matter 
of discipline, well intentioned as it may have 
been, has almost absolately failed of effect, 
and the ‘precepts,’ ‘recommendations,’ 
or *mandaments,’ are daily violated 
by the secular priesthood. Among 
these violations I may emphasize the 
wearing of the Roman collar, the abstentioa 
from visiting places where liquor is sold, the 
use of picnics and water excursions for the pur- 
pose of raising funds, the charging for admis- 
sion to the church at mass, and so on to the end 
of the chapter. It needs but little exercise of 
the memory on the part of tens of thousands of 
Catholics to recall instances where these pre- 
cepts’ have been treated asif they never ex- 
isted. 

In consequence of the numerous cases of 
trouble between Bishops and priests, which 
were appealed to Rome, the Sacred Congrega- 
tion for the Pro tion of the Faith, which 
has dominion over all missionary countries, has 
created a law that each Bishopin the United 


ere. 
is pure; when wealthy it presents many excep- 
tions to purity. When riches are vy ac 
quired by almost every priest and the field of 
pecuniary profit is full of golden prizes what 
wonder that the scramble for tat livings 
should present repulsive features? Incompe- 
tenance and ignorance hold grimly on to every 
venal advantage ed, and the new comers 
clamor and cabal for the places of the old. 
Decency is shocked by the with which 
further food of Mammon is exacted from the 
poorest congregations. Amid all this greed, 
these everlasting squabbles among the priests, 
and appeals for more money and still more to 
the laymen, what is the chance for the souls of 
the neglected thousands in almost every parish? 
I am not writing from hearsay, but from pain- 
ful observation, and there are too many painful 
incidents in the modern history of the Church 
in America to permit of my statements being 
seriously disputed.”

and the ministers by fifty. There are 662 
churches unsupplied, and 1,136 ministers not 
engaged in pastoral work. 


The Fulton Street M. E- Church, of which the 
Rev. W. H. Holmes is pastor, has been enlarged 
to give increased accommodation to the Nab- 
bath-school, which now numbers ut 320 
scholars, having in the past few m 8 grown 
from a membership of 260. Mr. John Freeman 
is Superintendent of the school. 


At a Sunday-schoolin the Methodist Church 
Block, in Chicago, twenty-six heathen Chinese 
are taught a more respectable theology. It is 
to be heped that they are so grounded in the 
Confucian morality that it will do them no 
barm when they learn that richteousness is 
only a secondary consideration.— Unity. 


There are about 100,000 Jewish refugees in 
Turkey. There misery is perhaps not so glaring 
as it was last year, when they were huddled to- 
gether in mosques in masses of 4,000 and 5,000, 
but it ig feared, in point of fact, that sufferings 
from cold and hunger are, if possible, more in- 
tense amongst the 100,000 dispersed over Con- 
stantinople and the Bosphorus than last year. 
The Porte can do nothing to help them. 


The choir organized by Mr. Stebbins for the 
Narth Side Union Gospel meetings already gives 
promise of a large and excellent chorus, Mr. 
Stebbins is gratified, not onlv with the large 
pumber, but also with the quality of voices. 
There are to be three more rehéarsals, this even- 
ing and Monday evening. The date of the last, 
which will probably be a public one, has not yet 
been decided upon, but will be announced next 
week. 


The Freedmen’s Aid Society of the M. E. 
Courech has issued its eleventh report. The 
Church ranks third in church membership in 
the South and second in colored membership. 
There are now five chartered universities and 
colleges under its care, three theological schools, 
two medieal colleges, and ten institutions not 
chartered, in which last year 2,940 pupils were in- 
structed. The progress thev have made is re- 
ported as decidedly encouraging. 


St. Agnes Society of Christ Church Parish, 
Madison, Ind., recently gave a masked ball, and 
thereby excited public criticism. This the Rector, 
the Rev. E. Bradley, undertook to answer ina 
defense of dancing and wine drinking when 
duly restraiped by religious training and home 
culture.“ He maintains that soci r 
not forbidden by the Episcopal Church, and 
if religious service was not neglected in conse- 

uence it might properly be indulged in. He 

enounced theatres, but commended parlor 
theatricals. 

A gentleman who has recently visited London 
tells of the remarkable influence on the Chris- 
tian life in that country from the popular sing- 
ing of the Moody and Sankey hymns. The same 
story comes from other countries in Europe 


‘and elsewhere. This modern American Sunday- 


school music, so much criticized and sneered at, 
has already taken bold on the popular heart in 
America, Great Britain, Germany, Italy, 
Sweden, China, India, and the Islands of the 
Sea, such as no ether music has had since the 
days of Jubal. 


Bishop Whittle, of the Episcopal Church of 
Virginia, has issued a pastoral, in which he says: 

The services of the Church should be conducted 
as prescribed by the rubrics in the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer, without adding thereto or subtracting 
therefrom. The decoration of the church 1 — 
at Christmas, being a custom as old as the Chure 
itself in Virginia, may lawfully and properly be 
continued. The introduction into the charch of 
evergreens or flowers at Easter, or of flowers, 
fruits, or vegetable on Thanksgiving Day, or any 
other occasion, is a novelty and an innovation in 
Virginia, and ought not to be done or allowed. 
The decoration of the Lord's table, pulpit, and 
desk with cloths, of one color for some occasions, 
and of another color for other occasions, the differ- 
ent colored cloths being changea according to times 
and seasons, is a new and strange thing in the 
Church in Virginia, and ought not to be done or 
allowed. 

The Pope has far outstripped the President in 
the matter of civil-service reform. He has sub- 
stituted ordinary Latin for the ancient Teutonic 
characters in apostolic letters, bulls, etc., and 
thereby done away with copying those docu- 
ments, which was a great source of revenue to 
the small politicians of the Vatican. He has 
also abolished the use of the lead seal in such 
documents, and thereby saved a large item in 

stage, and, worst of all for the sinecurists, 
who formerly drew large salaries for looking in 
at their offices every day, he bas insisted that 
every man who draws money from bis treasury 
shall render an equivalent in work from 9 a. m.

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THE DRAMA. 


CHICAGO, 
LOGAL REVIEW OF THE WEEK. 

The past week has not been a remarkably 
brilliant or one in Chicago theatrical 
circles, although no less than three plavs new 
to the town have been brought out, of which 
mention is made below. 

Perhaps the greatest attraction was at Haver- 
ly’s, where “Almost 3 Life“ has held 


the 
boards to a patronage somewhat less than it te 


serves. The play is of the usual French type, 
in whieff illicit and honorable love forms the 
groundwork of the plot, mixed up with the 
usual modieum of Gallic bumor (which 
is not very funny when translated 
into Euglish) and the necessary assortment of 
Dukes, Counts, and other elements of nobility 
without which no French dramais complete. The 
plot isa simple enough one, being merely the 
love of a Countess for an unmarried young no- 
bleman who lives in the immediate vicinity of 
her residence. After enjoying ber fayors for 
some time he becomes enamored on the 
square “ of another young lady, which naturally 
arouses the ire of the Countess. About this 
time the ut is killed, and an idiot charges 
the crime on the young nobleman.

der, and final eseape through the confession of 
the murder by the idiot, afford opportunity for 
some excellent acting by the principal female 
characters, assumed by Miss Maud Gran- 
ger and Mises Emily Rigl The latter 
is perbaps the best actress of the two, and the 
old-time theatre-goers of Chicago can scarcely 
believe that the stately woman before them is 
the same person who came here as a sprightly 
little ballet-dancer in 1867, making her debut in 
„The Black Crook.“ After capering nimbly to 
the pleasings of the orchestra for several 
seasons, Miss Emily abandoned Terpsichore and 
formed an alliance with Thespis, which has 
proved advantageous to both parties. Her 
enunciation is good, notwithstanding the slight 
accent with which the delivery of her lines is 
tinged, ahd in point of gracefulness there is 
hardly an actress on the American stage 
who is ber equal, the training re- 
ceived at the hands of a _ baliet- 
master yéars ago doing her good service. Of 
Miss Granger there is not much to be said. She 
graduatefl from Fanny Morant’s school, and, 
like all pupils of that lady, her acting is stereo- 
typed. Bhe does everything passably well, but 
is nowhere brilliant. In falling; she is particu- 
larly bad. There is a good deal to be made out 
of a well-regulated stage fall, and when the de- 
serted wife or maiden goes over like a barn-door 
on receiving distasteful news, the audience feels 
that she means business, and is inclined to ap- 
plaud accordingly, The public knows who the 
effective dramatic athletes are, and is not to 
be fooled by any inferior exhibitions. 
Miss Granger goes down too much after 
the manner of a trick pony in a circus,—drop- 
ping gently to the knees, and then rolling over 
iu a very mild fashion.

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PHILADELPHIA. 
THE THEATRES CHANGING HANDS ALL AROUND, 
Special of The Tribune. 

PamLaDELPuia, Mareh 7.— The first fortnight 
of Lent is not over. but already the air & 
thick with reports of changes at the theatres, 
and rumors of more tocome. Manager Good- 
win, of the Walnut Street, bas never forgiven 
J. S. Clarke for buying the Broad Street, and 
permitting it to be run in opposi: ion to the Wal- 
nut Street, which, although his own theatre, he 
bad leased to Mr. Goodwin. The trouble began 
soon after Clarke’s return from Europe. The 
Walnut does not hold more than 1,700 persons, 
but Clarke had leased it to Goodwin & Clarke 
for $25,000 a year, Mr. Goodwin to pay the rent 
and then divide profits after taking out $75 a 
week for himself, The natural result of this 
was to make Goodwip manager, with all the 
pecuniary responsibility and a salary. with only 
a trifling share of the profits. Even this did 
not satisfy Mr. Clarke, and he said so in his 
quick-tempered way. Mr. Goodwin said, “ Pay 
me what I have put in and I will go out, 
or let me haye the theatre at $20,000 a year and 
you can go out.” To this Mr. Clarke agreed, 
and then leased the Broad Btreet to Ford & 
Zimmerman, and at once set about getting the 
stars and combinations that bad hitherto played 
at the Walnut Street. Thismade win very 
angry, and, though his lease has yet eighteén 
months to run, he determined to get out of it as 
soon as he could. He has, therefore, leased the 
Arch Street Opera-House, as telegraphed you 
last week. The house stands at the corner of 
Tenth and Arch streets, and is as accessible as 
any in the city. It was built expressly for a 
minstrel hall, and has been run as such until 
this week, first by Simmons & Slocum, then by 
Simmons, Slocum & Sweatnam, and lastly by 
Sweatnam & Welch. The owner of the theatre 
bas always rented on a percentage, and had his 
own treasurer, There is really no prettier theatre 
in the country. It hag mirrors all around the 
auditorium, the seats extending all the way 
across, and no parquet circle. It has 456 
seats on the lower floor, 454 in the 
balcony, and 850 in the gallery. There 
bas been on one occasion I. tick- 
ets in the es for one night. It will be seen 
that this is an admirably proportioned house, 
and it is on a level with the street, the entrance 
being through a broad archway not more than 
twenty feet deep. Mr. Goodwin had to contend 
with Mr. Abbey, of the Park Theatre, for the 
lease, but the latter agreed to stand aside, and 
out of compliment Mr. Goodwin, who never 
forgets a friend, has named it the Park Theatre, 
and has made a contract with Abbey by which 
they are to assist each other in any way possible, 
Mr. Goodwin taking the Park successes from 
New ¥ork regularly. The house bas a fine 
stage, quite large enough for a comedy theatre, 
about thirty-six feet deep and about as bib. 
It can also be enlarged if need be. It is un- 
questionably the most cosy theatre in town, 

and in this respect has no superior anywhere. 
This will be Mr. Goodwin’s special care. He 
says that Mr. Clarke having advertised the Broad 
Street as the best-located theatre in town, he 
does not propose to contradict him, and shall 
let Mr. Clarke’s other theatre take care of itself. 
He will not, however, bite off his nose to spite 
his face, and bas the contracts now ready for 
signature by which Col. William E. Sinn, of the 
Brooklyn Park, assumes the management next 
season for either twenty or thirty weeks. This 
is the arrangement foreshadowed in my letter to 
Tae Tamer long ago, when Mr. Goodwin was 
awaiting Fanny Davenport’s reply to his offer 
for 400 nights. Col. Sinn, who was fora long 
time manager of the Chestnut Street, and knows 
the clty pretty well, will run it im connection 
with his Brooklyn theatre, with one stock com- 
pany for both bouses. He will not have the 
lease, - but will/ probably be the sole man- 
ager. Goodwin has also put his finger in 
another pie,—perhaps I should say another 
mess. —for he is in treaty with Fox for the 
American, and when Fox gets om of jail the 
business will be concluded. Forepaugh bas 
made Robert Fox an offer for the new Ameri- 
can Theatre, which has been run since it was 
rebuilt as a variety theatre of the lowest kind. 
It is a large house, capable of holding 2,500 
persons, and has an mirable location upon 
Chestnut street, within one block of the Conti- 
nental and Girard Houses, the new Post-Office, 
and is in the same block with the Mutual Life 
Building, the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
any, and the Mercantile Library. It will need 
urther refitting to the amount of $10,000 or 
$15,000, for it was never properly finisbed, car- 
ts and upholstery being entirely unnecessary 
or the class of people who have been its 


patrons. 
Nor is this all. Ford & Zimmerman, who 


it up whenever they liked, and with the agree- 
ment that no second-class entertainment should 
be put upon the stage, They have filled their 
contract, and without any capital at ali—not 
that it was lacking, but it was not needed— 
have made about $30,000 on the season, or will 
have before it closes.

The name 
of Charles Randolph Gardiner is still at the 
head of the bills, though he has never been 
trusted as the business manager. Old Michael 
Riter owns the majority of the stock, and Gard- 
iner never dared to object even to bis instruc- 
tions to the ushers, although Mrs. Drew was the 
lessee and manager, and be was business man- 
aver. The bouse hes not had more than one or 
two paying engagements this season, and for 
one of those—Haverly’s Mastodon Minsatrel»— 
they had to take a eis | and not a percentage. 
There is talk of making it a variety house next 
season, but I do not think that Mrs. Drew can 
be brought to that. She strenuously objected 
to a reduction in the price of reserved seate be- 
low $1.50, and she will not sit down f to 
see her stage dcsecrated by Hams all the 
way from Oshkosh and Kalamazoo.

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THE CAPE DISASTER. 


The Gallant ‘Twenty-fourth and 
the Terrible Affair at 
) Rorke’s Drift. 


Eighty Soldiers Resist a Zulu Army, 
and Kill Ten Times Their 
Own Number. 


Correspondence New York Times. 

Lonpon, Feb. 22.—At the risk of telling a 
twice-told tale, I venture to return to the gal- 
lant incidents of the Zuiu war. My excuse is 
that the details keep coming to London in 
fragments, and that the story is not yet 
complete, nor will it be until the news- 
paper correspondents’ letters and the 
Cape journals come in. It is worth 
while in the interval, dealing with the 
bare telegraphic facts, to put the narrative into 
consecutive shape. On the 2ist of January the 
main body of the British advance, under Lord 
Chelmsford, penetrated a considerable distance 
into Zululand, over twenty miles beyond 
Rorke’s Drift, near which a camp had been es- 
tablished, with a convoy, consisting of 102 
wagons, 1,400 oxen, two guns, 400 shot and 
shell, 1,200 rifles, 250,000 rounds of ammuzniticn, 
and a rocket*trough,—the whole valued at 
$300,000. len miles beyound Rorke’s Drift 
Lord Chelmsford ieft the convey guard and ad- 
vanced with the remainder of his forces, some 
ten or twelve miles further into Zululand, to 
look for the enemy,“ who, it afterward turned 
out, were at the same time 20,000 strong. Lord 
Chelmsford being well out of the way, they fell 
upon the convoy. The British fought hard, and 
retreated gradually upon the camp and its valu- 
able stores, thus getting the support of all 
their immediate forces. ‘The Zulus fell fast be- 
fore the deadly rifle; but they carried out their 
courageous tactics with a bravery which will 
not be fergotten when the historian comes to 
tell their story. To hurry an encounterto the 
death-struggle, hand to hand, is the Zulu idea. 
They advance in a body, the men in the rear 
rushing into the gaps made in front by the ene- 
my's fire. Then the men, with short knives and 
shields, sling back their rifles and leap upon the 
foe. Those who are armed with spears break 
them off short and convert them into short 
swords. This is what happened at Isandula and 
the camp at Rorke’s Drift. The overwhelming 
numbers of the Zulus, taking the troops at a 
moment when there seemed to have been 
no Opportunity of availing themselves of 
intrenchments or barricades, enabled them 
to overpower thé red-coats. The British, 
both officers and men, fought and fell where 
they stood, each of them, however, slaying bis 
two or three to one in the unequal fight. The 
colors of the regiment and the stores fel! to the 
victors, who thus came into possession of valu- 
able weapons and ammunition, which they 
could aleo show to possible allies as induce- 
ments to join them. Not less than fifty-one 
British officers, and 570 men lay dead in the 
sacked camp before the Zulus carried off the 
spoils. In the meanwhile Lord Chelmsford was 
still “looking forthe enemy!“ When it was 
all over the news reached him and he hastened 
back, to discover that the force he had left in 
his rear had been annihilated. The Zuius had 
not held the camp, but had carried off

uarter had neither. been asked nor given.

Both had fought with equal courage and des- 
peration. The sturdy Englishmeo had met in 
the athletic Zulu a foeman worthy of his steel. 
The underrated savage bad shown himself a 
creature upon whom drill aud discipline tnay be 
as effective in the direction of nataral courage 
as o Europeans. Lord Cheimsford encamped 
among the dead, making dispositions to meet 
any reũewed attack. Some ten miles away, 
while the flower of his army is being literally 
massacred, he is also quietly’ awaiting morning 
in the shambles, while further in his rear au- 
ther desperate fight is going on. In that in- 
quiry which he is instituting touching the above 
affair, the British public will expect some 
expianation from him touching the question 
how it is a British General is found advaucing 
into the Leart of an enemy’s territory while that 
enemy's army is allowed to congregate on his 
rear and destroy his base of operations. 
HEROES FOR THE VICTORIA CROSS. 

Some dozen miles from the camp at Rorke’s 
Drift proper, a small commissariat post had been 
stationed, near the Tugela River, and not far 
from the frontier towns of Helpmakaar and 
Greytown. Here, without any intrenched sys- 
tem of defense, utterly unprepared to resist 
anything like a serious attack, and never dream- 
ing of danger, there were a handful of volun- 
teers, some men of the Twenty-fourth, and some 
civilians, about eighty, all told. They were 
under the command of a cou of young 
Lieutenants, Bromhead, of the Twenty-fourth, 
and Chard, of the Royal Engincers. 
knew nothing of the bitter business 
had been going on at the 
Their first intimation of trouble arose 
from seeing fugitives making for the 
river, and, in the distance, natives in pursuit. 
Seeing danger, the young Lieutenants called 
their men to arms and commenced to turn their 
commissariat stores to account. They had a 
vast quantity of meal in bags and a large store 
of biscuit in tins. These, under the young 
Engineer’s direction, they hastily formed into 
a barricade, with loop-holes for the rifles. 
Meanwhile, the outlook saw several of the 
fugitives fall under the Zulu fire, more par- 
ticularly Lieut. Coghill, whilecrossing the river, 
the officer’s intention being to warn Greytown 
and Helpmakaarof the danger they were in 
from a Zulu advance. Coghill and some 
half dozen or more had got away from the 
camp, charged with the duty of carrying news 
of the Zulu attack to the rear. The little post 
at Rorke’s Drift appears to have been altogether 
forgotten, except by the Zulu army, for the 
natives who had pursued Coghill turned out to 
be the vanguard of another portion of the vie- 
torious force which had captured the Chelms- 
ford convoy. It was sunset on the 22d, just as 
his Lordship was beginning to realize what had 
happened at the camp, and utterly unconscious 
of the situation of the post at the Drift, that 
bety,een 3,000 and 4,000 of the eremy appeared 
before Chard and Bromhead’s breastwork of 
meal-bags and biscult-tins. Waiting calmly for 
their advance, the little garrison poured into 
them a volley that staggered them. The fire 
was repeated, and the Zulus, swarming over 
their dead, charged for the most Vulucrable part 
of the barricade, entered it, and were hurled 
back at the poiut of the bayonet. Again and 
again they returned to the breach, which was 
closed up with their dead. The garrison fought 
like devils. Theclubbed their rifles, they used 
their bayonets, the young Lieutenants fought 
with their swords. After each repulse the men 
returned to their rifle practice, keeping up a 
deadly fire. At the rear of the barricades was a 
small wooden hospital. There were five patients 
in it and a servant of Col. Harness. ‘The Zulus 
fired the hospital, and the inmates were burned 
to death, except Harness’ servant, who crept 
out and escaped in the bush. The light of the 
flames helped the garrison to see the foe, and 
enabled them to avenge over and over again the 
poor fellows in the hospital. All through the 
night the unequal contest went on, tne Zulus 
more than once coming up to the breast- 
work and seizing the fifle-burrels which 
flung among them a constant and deadly 
hail of bullets. Some of them got in- 
side the impromptu fortress six different 
times, but they were slaughtered to a man. 
Assistant-Commissary Byrne was conspicuous 
for his bravery. He was killed. But few of the 
others fell, sheltered by the bags and tins 80 
admirably engineered by Lieut. Chard. Toward 
dawn Lord Chelmsford continued bis retreat 
and reached Rorke’s Drift shortly after the at- 
tacking hosts had withdrawn, The Zulus evi- 
dently good information of Lord Chelms- 
fori’s movements, for as be came up they re- 
tired; and at first the men at ' the beleagured 
post thought the fresh force appearing against 
the gray sky-line was a new y of the enemy. 
The British colors, however, soon made them- 
selves mauifest to the outlook, and the garrison 
sent up a ringing cheer, which was answered 
by their comrades, who, as they advanced, 
found grim evidence of the contest that 
had only just been finished. The neich- 
borhood of the Drift was strewn with Zulu 
dead, 851 bodies lying thick about the barri- 
cade, more particularly at the point where they 
bad been rebutsed with the bayonet. The bodies 
further away were estimated at between 600 
and 700, so that Brombead and Chard’s com- 
pany had averaged ten Zulu killed per man. 
They bad not only done something toward 
wiping out the defeat of the camp, but they bad 
sayed Greytown ? and, possibly, 
Natal ftself; fo early checked the

What sort of 
reconnoissance could he have made not 
to get an inkling of their whereabouts! 
What was his cavalry about? In the old days of 
Kafir warring, the Cape Mounted Rifles were 
the eyes and ears of the army. It is true, Mr. 
Cardwell, under the Gladstone Government, 
disbanded them, in the hope, no doubt, of uni- 
versal peace. Their loss has been keenly felt. 
But Lord Chelmsford knew were no Cape 
Mounted Rifles to help him. On the 2ist he 
appears to have become Very anxious to fina 
these infernal Zulus,” and 80 he goes on with 
the main body of bis force. He left in his rear 
all his stores. He does not even take the trouble 
to intrench the guard. All his stores, rifles, 
shot, guns, oxen, he leaves behind in charge of 
the Twenty-fourth, without barricade or in- 
trenchment. He had with him a small body of 
native horsemen and Europeans: it 
is to be presumed he took some 
precautions to fling out reconnoitering parties; 
and yet there are 15,008 to 20,000 of the enemy 
hovering in his rear, within ten miles of him. 
When he is too far off to render assistance. they 
fall on the guard, with the result which is now 
only too notorious. These facts are few, but 
they are facts. Even the telegrams give sulll- 
ciént information to enable us to say so em- 
phatically. How will Lord Chelmsford mect 
them? It was rumored that the Government 
had recalled him; that Lord Napier was going 
out; that Sir Garnet Wolseley had been orde 
to take command ; but there is no truth in these 
statements. 80 far, the Government has been 
content to A reinforcements with all 
speed, though the country would learn with 
~ t it had done what rumor credited 
it with. 


OUR UNIVERSITY. 
To the Editor of The Tribune, 

CMOAGO, March 8.—In the southern part of 
the city, at Thirty-fourth street and Cottage 
Grove avenue, stand the buildings of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. This mstitution is some- 
times called by our citizens the Douglas Col- 
lege. Stephen A. Douglas, secking the highest 
good of Chicago and the Northwest, laid its 
foundations by donating ten acres of land, 
the present site of the University buildings. 
Not afew, when he made this gift, urged that 
the University should in justice bear his name; 
but he, with characteristic magnanimity, re- 
fused this honor, assigning as the reason for 
this refusal, that the University should be 
forever regarded as belonging to the entire 
city, and soit could be appropriately called 
nothing but The University of Chicago.“ By 
his special request it received this name. He 
has committed it to our caré. Many among us 
hold his name in special honor, and we can now 
do nothing which would contribute so much to 
the glory of the departed statesman as to make, 
by our generous support, the University which 
he founded strong and efficient, 

I would-not, by any word that I may write, 
make the impression that the University bas not 
done good work in the past, or is not doing good 
work now. Its literary and scientific instruction 
will compare favorably with that of other col- 
leges. It would be a pleasure to have those who 
are capable of judging in reference to this step 
into our class-rooms and examine for themselves 
the character of the instruction imparted, and 
the drill to which our students are subjected. 
But, while the work done by the University is 
good, with greater facilities, especially in the 
scientific Gepartment, it might be made to cover 
much more ground, and, at the same time, more 
thorough and efficient. 

But this University, useful as it has been and 
mighty for good as it may be in the future, is 
now crippled with debt. If any one says that 
an institution of learning should never contract 
debts, we shall agree with him, and shall give to 
his declaration the greatest possible em phasis. 
But, having been called to the control of the 
University only one year ago, I am not in the 
least degree responsible for the contracting of 
its debts. Nor are those in the Board of Trus- 
tees who are now directing its affairs responsible 
for this state of things. e are simply endeay- 
ori to cance) these debts, and to rid forever 
the University of this incubus. 

Men not only very properly denounce the 
ruinous policy of running into debt, but they 
also tell us that there has been quarreling in 
the Board of Trustees. This is true, and, as 
that quarreling nearly proved the destfuction of 
the most important trust ever committed to the 
citizens of Chicago, it is sad and reprehensible 
beyond expression. But that quarrel is dead. 
It belongs to the past. Its bones, well picked, 
are already as dry as thosein Ezekiel’s vision. 
The present managers of the University are no 
more responsible for that old quarrel than for 
the feud which sprung up between Saul and 
David. If all good men condemn it,—and a 
good man could do nothing less than that,—we 
wish to stand among the foremost in denounc- 
ing it. But because “somebody blundered ”’ in 
the past, does that excuse us from acting rightly 
now? Because some men imthe Board of Trus- 
tees once stifflyand unbecomingly contended 
with each other, shall we now justify ourselves 
in permitting the University to perish! Of 
course no sane man will say that. 

But a few have said that it is a denomination- 
al school, and therefore they must be excused 
from supporting it. When Judge Douglas bad 
determined to lay the foundations of the Univer- 
sity he thought it wise to put the gist of the re- 
sponsibility of caring for it upon some Cbris- 
tian denomination. He was not particular at the 
time, as all his acts in reference to it show, what 
denomination should assume its guardianship; 
but he finally saw fit to put this responsibilty oa 
the Baptists. But the charter, drawn by his own 
hand, breathes in every line of it the most 
catholic spirit. No religious tests whatever can 
be applied to any student entering the Univer- 
sity. Its Trustees are from all denominations, 
and from good men of no denomination. N. K. 
Fairbank, most highly esteemed among the busi- 
ness men of this city,is now President of the Board 
of Trustees. The Faculty is gathered together 
on the same liberal basis. No denominational 
tenets are ever taught. Protestant and Roman 
Catholic, Jew and Gentile, men of every race and 
color, are welcome within its walls. Men might 
just as well refuse on denominational grounds 
to sustain Dartmouth or Yale College. 

It is, therefore, my privilege and duty to ar- 
peal, with all the earnestness that I possess. to 
the citizens of Chicago to make their own Uni- 
versity just what it should be. Its debts must 

paid. It should be liberally endowed. Those 
of us who can contribute only small sums 
to this great work ought to do it gladly. 
But the history of colleges and universities in 
our country shows that, ii such institutions are 
ever amply endowed, they must secure large 
gifts. Many men in the East give to colleges in 
their own States ten, or twenty, or filtv, or a 
hundred thousand dollars. A few years ago, 
Gardner Colby. of Massachusetts, said to the 
Trustees of Waterville College in Maine, I 
will give to your College $50,000 if you will 
raise $100,000 in addition to the 630.000.“ The 
condition thus laid down was soon met, 
and the result is that the Collere has 
become one of the best equipped institutions in 
our country. We have some rich men in our 
city. We have merchant princes; we have men 
ho have grown rich in handling grain and pro- 
visions; we have those who have become 
wealthy by manipulating great railroad enter- 
rises; we have rich bankers and capitalists. 
Vill these men who hive made their money 
here permit the only university in their city to 
perish Tor lack of ir sympathy and support? 
Will they not do for this institution what 
wealthy men of the East have done for scores of 
colleges there? Shall it be said that Chicago 
can pour out its millions to augment its ma- 
terial resources, and yet permit its only literary 
scientitic institution ot a higher grade to be 
blotted out for want of a little money! 

I cannot believe that my fellow-citizens, 
justly noted for their great commercial enter- 
prises, will ever permit their thriving city to 
suffer such an irreparable ter. When I 
have sought access to them, that I might plead 
for the University, they baye received me with 
rare courtesy. They have listened to my words 
with that attention and miterest which show 
that they appreciate the greatness and grandeur 
of the enterprise for which I am callea to labor. 

But the time for action has fully come. Who 
among us will have the honor of making the 
first large and liberal donation to this great 
work !—of beginning a movement which shall 
result in complete success, and shall con- 
fer, in all time to come, untold blessings on 
our city and on our common country?

Some weeks since Tus TRisune gave the facts 
in relation to the departure of Harry Jennings 
from New York with twenty or more bull and 
terrier dogs, his subsequent arrival at New Or- 
Jeans, and the measures taken‘by the authori- 
ties of that city to prevent any exhibitions of 
canine courage. In spite of these precautions, 
however, a figbt was arranged between Jen- 
nings’ bull terrier Croppy, weighing twenty- 
seven pounds, and Pete, an anima! of similar 
breeding owned by Thomas Thornton, of Bos- 
ton, which came off March 3.

Each sponged off his 
opponent's dug with water, tasting the sponge now 
and then to see that no poisonous powder was hid- 
den in the hair of his advereary’s canine. On both 
sides the extremest care was taken, and after some 
delay, at'9 o'clock exactly, Pete, of Boston, and 
Croppy, of N York, were confronted in the pit. 
In the betting, before scratching, Boston led, but 
the odds were slight, and soon fell off to even 
wagers, 

As soon as they were loosened, with a how! of 
delight they rushed at one snother as if enjoying 
the prospect of à sharp tussie ag much as a heart 
meal. Croppy got in at the first jump a throat bol 
on Pete, and hel# it probably for half a second, 
throwing the Boston dog on his back. Here Crop- 
py changed his grip to the jaw, and for some min- 
utes both dogs were cavorting around the ring 
under a fusilade of cheers from the spectators. 

It was evident at once to the observer that the 
New York dog was the stronger of the two, and 
the best wrestier, but the grip of Boston was the 
stronger. Time after time Jennings’ threw 
Pete heavily, getting’ in some punishment on the 
face and jaws.

Bostow, March 5.—Everything betokens the 
coming of the spring with us, not merely the 
spring of the almanac, but the season which is 
close upon the heels of the long days when 
amusements, parties, and all the merry go- 
rounds, and the intellectual talks and treats of 
the winter shall be no more for the next three 
or four months. We get this betokening iu the 
scarcity of outside “shows,” and the news that 
the Mapleson company will not visit us again, 
and in the positively lust days “ of the linger- 
ing performances that have been threatening to 
fold up their tents and steal away for the last 
three months, and in the glory of new mil- 
linery that brings out every shopper in 
town, and last, but not least, in the sud- 
den little tea-party fever that has broken 
out, as it invariably does in the spring, when 
the theatres are old stories, and things are at 
their last gasp generally. I believe most of 
these parties are called 5-0’clock teas, though 
they range through all the hours from 5 to 9. 
Of course, the name is of vast consequence, be- 
cause itis fashionable. It is fashionable be- 
cause itis English. That is the great point. 
And never mind if the name is not understood, 
if it indeed is a misnomer in the American ac 
ceptance and adaptation, Never mind if 5-o’clock 
tea means 5-o’clock tea in England, where 
dinner is served so much later that it is a nec- 
essary tea, and not merely an ornamental or an 
occasional one. Never mind all this, when our 
ears are tickled with the fine English sound, 
and our ambition wakes to the effort of in- 
augurating something that shall seem to show 
our familiarity with over the water.” 

WE HAVE TAKEN UP KETTLE-DRUMS 
with the same ignorance of their origin, or 
ignoring their origin. And here, there, and every- 
where they break ou: in entire independence of 


all military associations. We haven't so many 


military interests and military towns as Ku- 
gland, and we can't afford to throw by an op- 
portunity for that reason for appropriating a 
fashion. What does it matter that kettle-drums 
are the product of military stations, where the 
kettle-drum proper—the musical band property 
iteelf,—at a certain hour gives signal that at that 
hour the jolly and desirable “Guardsman,” the 
happy Plunger,“ or other officer of England’s 


soldiers, is free to wander into his admiring 
friends’ drawing-rooms, and assist at any 
little folly flirtation that may 
offert What does all this matter to us? 
Not a jot. We are delightfully independent 
of all reasons in the matter, except the grand 
one of copying our English cousins. So we 
start up 
RIGHT IN THE THICK OF OUR CITY LIFES, 

and at the very hour whea our masculine 
friends are réady to sit down to their amply- 
supplied dinner-tables, we summon them to our 
5-o’clock teas, While, over the ‘water, the 
English Guardsman and the Pluoger are glad to 
vary the monotony of drill, in their days of in- 
action, by handing about tea-cups and bread 
and butter, the busy business-man, just emanci- 
pated from stocks and other dollar- and-ceut in- 
terests, wherein his daily bread and butter are 
very deeply involved, just escaned from his 
wearying work is looks forward to his late 
dinner at 5or 6 as a and needed refresh- 
ment. If he dons 4 fresh tie and a better 
coat, and sallies forth to assist at tea-drinking, 
he loses bis dinner and misses his hour of rest. 
The result, then, of the transplanted 5-0’clock 
tea or kettle-drum in this country is not a 


brilliant success 0 far as men are con- 


cern tor we have not a large stock 
of idle men or men of leisure, and the 5-0’clocks, 
then, show a large percentage of rather callow 
youths, students, and others of thatilk for the 
masculine portion, and which is pitifully small 
compared to the feminine portion. And all this 
we wwnore, and still go on with our attempts at 
English teas and kettle-drums. Perhaps it is 
this tendeney to servile imitation on the part of 
Americans that brings out an opposite 
protest from certain literary people, 
like Mr. Howells, for instance, against 
what hé thinks is an unlawful use of English 
expressions. He is continual y criticising words 
like lad,“ Bm! 2 wor a maar nat are 
part of the Euglis 1 an érefore our 
right as much as any other. But these critics 
SLOP OVER IN THE OPPOSITES DIRECTION 

uite as much as those who follow blindly the 

ashion of customs. And there is no sort of 
parallel between the two. The one is a silly 
subservience to an old-country custom, a fashion, 
the other is a perfectly rightful use of our own 
language. 

MR. HOWELLS AND CRITIOS OF HIS ORDER 
seem to assume by their protests that there 18, 
or ought to be, an American language. Of 
course there are Americanisms so-called, but the 
experts in this direction generally give us con- 
clusive evidence that most of these American- 
isms have their origin im the old country. It is 
amusing, for instance, to find one of these 
purists, in aarp & novel in the Aladtic, 
bring up at e word “lad,” as if 
it had no business in a novel written by an 
Americao,—“ boy“ being only allowable,—when 
in fact ad and boy are both good old English 
words or in old English use, and we have as 
much right to one as the other. Mr. Howells, 
who sticks at such words, pute into the mouth 
of his model, Stanford, in “The Lady of the 
Aroostook,”’ 1 felt a little nasty, that was all,” 
and in another chapter, “ you’ve spoilt a pretty 
scene with your fot about about Mrs. 
R'vers.” The ſtalics are my own. 
Now these might both be much more 
8 than lad,“ because they 
are nh English colloguialisms. In another 
place he says of Dunham, Lad“ was the last 
English word which Dunham had got himself 
used to.” Lad being in the same category 
with “nasty” and rot,.“ we can see how 
purism of this sort will come to grief, and how 
little ground such purists have to stand on. 

GBOBGE WILLIAM CURTIS 
several years ago wrote thus to me in 
response to a letter of mine concerning 
this separation by some critics of American 
and English literary work and expression: The 
point is that American literature is Euglish, 
just as Theocritus was Greek.

THEY FEAR A CALAMITY. 

It is quietly whispered about in some quarters 
that people residing in the vicinity of the Water- 
Works reservoir fear a calamity some day, from 
the bursting of the huge cauldron, It is gen- 
erally admitted py the officials cognizant of the 
condition of the reservoir that it leaks, but to 
what extent they have not been able to deter- 
mine. They know that portions of 
the masonry have settled 80 that 
the puddling washed out. They know, 
too, that, notwithstanding repairs of the injured 
parts of the work were fully made, the leak 
still exists and more puddling will have to de 
done, perhaps in the spring. Now comes the 
report to THz TrrsunE correspondent that the 
cellars of houses in the immediate vicinity have 
been rendered useless for some time past in 
consequence of flooding through leakage from 
that source. This information the residents of 
that portion of the city have thus far imparted 
cautiously to only a few immediate friends, and 


‘with it the expression of a fear that some fine 


day, as the frost leaves the ground, the great 
earthen tub will collapse, and the waters burst- 
ing forth therefrom may drown them and their 
families. The leakage is undeniable, but the 
danger of calamity from bursting entirely prob- 
lematical. Yet such things have occurred in the 
past, and wiseacres insist that history repeats 
itself.“ Then why ought not the reservoir burst 
as Well as leak! 
THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 

At the last meeting of the County Board of 

Supervisors it was resolved to put the entire 


management of the County Hospital in the 
hands of Dr. Day, with authority to hire all nec- 


essary assistants, the appointments made by 
him to be reported at the next meeting of the 
Board for approval, which rightis reserved. 
Thus has ended the County Hospital investica- 
tion, at least for the present. But conversation 
with certain members of the Board indicates 
that trouble is still brewing, and will break out 
when the nominations of the doctor are handed 
in for confirmation. In the opinion of these 
Supervisors Dr. Day is incompetent for the posi- 
tion,—incapacitated by advancing years, and 
they will demand a change. There seems to be 
no doubt that he wil) retain Mr. and Mrs. Doran, 
and it seems to be equally self-evident that the 
will not coufirm them. As for Carl 
Kirchner, the steward, and Annie Mohr, the 
cook, against whom terms of intimacy were 
charged, they will ieave of their own accord, it 
is said, in order to avoid further notoriety. 
This County- -Hospital investigation business 
has taken a very wide rap —— through the unwise 
action of some members of the Committee, and 
the feeling engendered thereby in certain quar- 
ters of this city will never be entirely obliterated. 


A MUSICAL HIT. 

One of the most pleasant organizations now 
existing in the city is one without name, com- 
posed entirely of ladies, with cultivation in 
music as its primary object. The scheme origi- 
nated with Miss Lizzie A. Eldred several months 
since. The ladies give musical matinees fort- 
nightly in the elegant music-room at the resi- 
dence of Miss Eldred. At these matinees only 
those directly interested fn the organization are 
expected to be present. Set programmes, neat- 
ly written out, are prepared fur each matinee, 
and the numbers embraced therein strictly ad- 
hered to. Occasionally, to relieve monotony, an 
essay on music is interspersed by way of variety. 
The fair muses, under the plan adopted, become 
performers and audience in rapid succession, 
and, inasmuch as demonstrations of satisfaction 
are not forbidden, it is to be presumed that 
lively encores by clapping of hands and stamp- 
ing of dainty feet are of frequent occurrence 
during each entertainment.

GLADSTON E. 


His Candidacy for Edinburg. 
Philadelphia Press. 

Mr. Gladstone, to whom his present constitu- 
ents at Greenwich have give notice to quit. be- 
cause, whether in office or out of it, they think 
he has paid no attention to their local interests, 
is understood to have received invitations from 
several otherconstituencies. Sir Thomas Bazley, 
one of the members for the populous City of 
Manchester, having determined, on the plea of 
old age and feeble health, to retire from 
Parliament, a large number of the Liberal 
electors would have gladly accepted and sup- 
ported the candidacy of Mr. Gladstone. He is 
a power in the House of Commons; it was main- 
ly by him thatin 1846 the late Sir Robert Peel 
was persuaded to abandon the principle of Pro- 
tection ahd establish the system of Free Trade; 
and, to crown all, be isa Lancashire man, hay- 
ing been born, nearly seventy years ago, in the 
Town ot Liverpool. Mr. Gladstone, who would 
have had a fair show at the election in Man- 
chester, bas preferentially accepted an invita- 
tion to contest the representation of the County 
ot Edinbarg against the Earl of Dalkeith, eldest 
son of the Duke of Buccleugh, who is the 
owner of immense estates in the south 
of Scotland—from the German Ocean to 
Sdiway Firth—and also has land and houses, 
to a large extent, in the County and City of 
Edinburg, his family residence (Dalkeith 
Palace, asummer house) being within a short 
distance of the latter. Such a contest would 
be very expensive to both candidates. The 
Buccleugh money and iafluence will be pressed 
against Mr. Gladstone, who, it is understood, is 
not disvosed to spend any money of his own in 
such acontest, put will rely upon the promise of 
the Liberal party to pay ali expenses. At the last 
election, in 1874, the Consérvative interest 
triumphed in the person of Lord Dalkeith. 
There may be a dissolution of Parliament and 
general election in the autumn of the present 
year, as the Parliament elected in February, 
1874, will not paturally come to an end before 
March, 1881. It by no means follows, when a 
change of Ministry may take place, that the 
Queen will authorize Mr. Gladstone to form a 
new Government. His own party are tired of 
his capricious leadership, and Victoria is de- 
lieyea to be seriously angry with him for 
the opposition which he gave to the con- 
ferring upon her the additiona! title of Empreas 
of India, and also to the fervor of his an- 
tipathy to the Beaconsfield Government during 
the last three years. Apropos of the represen- 
tation of Manchester, it is understood that Mr. 
Henry Dunckley, ahichly educated and nervous 
writer, editor of the Manchester ELzaminer, will 
he invited to appear as candidate for the va- 
cancy caused by Sir Thomas Bazley’s retire- 
ment. He is a thorough Free-Trader and an 
out-and-out Liberal. Ihere already are seven 
newspaper men, editors or leadiug contributors, 
in the House of Commons.
